Brief Reporl at Atlantic City Meelinjs 


{Ftjlhii^hig is the report of the in- 
frruftthna! Executive Coitncii tv the 
Ttvnft}j*tkird Conveutmn of thr L li. 
E. W.) 

This Executive Council has kept the 
memhership informed of ail matters 
coming before tis, Eveiy action taken 
by the Council has been reported in 
our monthly JoUfiNAL. Therefore^ we 
believe you will prefer tliat all detail 
tie omitted here. 

Regular meetings of the Council are 
held quarterly. One special meeting 
was heiil 13 days after we took office. 
We then met jointly with Uie Brother* 
hood^s Vice Presidents to carry out 
the instructions of our last conven* 
tion. This was to submit to the mem* 
bership a definite propiisal on chang- 
ing the districts of Vice Presidents 
and Executive Council memliers. 

Changes Made in Districts 
The proposal for changes in such 
districts was reported in detail in the 
March, Journal, The referen- 

dum vote followed and the proposed^ 
changes were adopted, 

Fiillowing the vote, the Interna' 
tional President appointed two new 
Vice Presidents for the newly createil 
Eleventh and Twelfth Districts, This 
was in accord with the convention's 
action. The Executive Council then 
approved these appointinents, as pro* 
vide<l fur in otir Constitution. 

We also approved the appointment 
of a new Executive Council member, 
a new Vice President for the Ninth 
District, and a new' International Sec- 
retary*. These app^iintraents were to 
fill vacancies caused by resignations. 
During this IS months' period the 
C<Hincil has rendered 15 decisions on 
appeals from decisions of tire Inter-

national PresidenL We also disposed 
of three pm tests— conducted two in- 
vestigations^ — ^and held one trial of a 
member as provided for in Article IX, 
Section 4, of our Constitution. 

The Coimcil granted the requests of 
six old office employes of ihe Brother- 
hcKid — ^and one International Oigan- 
ker — to l>e placed on retirement pay. 
This was done in full accord with 
Article UI, Section 11, of the Con- 
stitution One office employe was de- 


nied retirement pay because she did 
not qualify under our law. 

Time Devoted lo Pension l*lan 

We have devoted much time to dis- 
cussion and study of our pension plan 
and to the problems arising under the 
Einployes Benelit Agreement. An 
editorial on this subject appeared in 
the March, ItfJH, Journal, A state- 
ment on the same subject also ap- 
peai‘ed in the Council's Minutes, 
published in the Septembert 1948, 
Journal. 

Four Council meml^rs — with the 
International President and Interna- 
tional Sec rotary “Serve a.s members 
of the Employes Benefit Board, This 
Board consists of an equal number of 
employer representatives, with one 
public memt>er. The Board adminis- 
ters the National Employes Benefit 
Fund under the Employes Benefit 
Agreement. 

Number of Applications Approved 

During these IS months we have 
approved 81 fi applications for pen- 
sions, All these met the requirements 
tif our law. However, because of our 
ta\v% we felt compelled to .deny 34 such 
applications. Some of those denied 
have since qualified and are now on 
pension. 

Based on the evidence submitted, 
the Council granted requests for cor- 
i*ections in the birth dates of 71 mem' 
bers. ’We declined to grant such re- 
quests in nine cases, for the evidence 
offered was not satisfactory. The 
requests of four members to restore 
their lost standing were also denied. 

Consulted W'ilh the Council 

The International President and the 
present International Secretary con- 
sulted regularly with the Executive 
Council on various matters involving 
the Brotherhot^d, These matters were 
co%*ered in the Council's Minutes, pub- 
lished in the Juukkal. 

The Council received the quarterly 
reports (and one special report) of 
the auditing firm of Wayne Kendrick 
and Company. The audits were ex- 
amined, compared and retained. (The 
yearly audit has been published in 
our Journal. I 

Contiary to past practice, wg see 
no need to carry any of the audits 
in the Executive Coundrs report. All 
this, we- believe, should and will be 
given in tlie Inteimational Treasurer's 
report 

Our Obligation and Responsibility 

We are most grateful for the co- 
operation extended us in carrying out 
our duties as your Executive Council, 
We have eai-nestly tried to recognisse 
our full obligation and responsibility 
to the membership — and we deeply 
appreciate the honor of trying to serve 
this great and human organization.

The welfare of our union depends 
tm the undivided support of every 
member. 

The welfare of our union depends 
on efficient administration by the offi* 
cers, demriemtie participation in the 
affairs of our organiaation and an 
evcr-faithful adherence to the Con- 
stitution of our Brotherhood. 

In presenting this report to the 
Brotherhood I wish to offer it as an 
account of my stewardship in the office 
of the Inlernatiunal President an of- 
fice with which you honored me by 
election at the San Francisco Conven- 
tion in 11146. Before presenting in 
detail my reporC i would like to make 
a few brief general observations. 

An Armed Truce 

Many events of jmportunee to the 
ial>or movement have transpired since 
the Convention two years ago this 
month. At that time the Wfirld wm 
just lieginning its postwar era in 
which w'e all liad high hopes for peace 
in the world and rapid reconstruction 
of trade and economy. VVe all looked 
forward to peace and prosperity. 

Unfortunately we have had neither 
— we have not hud peace, but what is 
literally an armed truce in a nerves 
w'recking “cold war,-* We have not 
had real pnisperity except one liorn 
of inflation and rising living cosfc?. 
Peace is far from assured ami the 
nations still grapple with basic prob- 
letns of postwar reconstruct ion. 

These conditions have significant 
and iminediate nieaning to those of 
us in the trade union movement. No 
one has a greater stake in a world 
at peace than the working man. We 
know’ that only thi*ough teamwork can 
we succeed as a union. The nations 
of the worlii must learn the same les- 
iion— that they must work together 
with n unity of purpose and that pur- 
pose must 1)0 t>eace. 

These unsettled conditiona in the 
world Impose special problcmii on trade 
unionists. As we sec the decline of 
deniocrucy abroad, we us patriotic 
union UtSi anxious to protect demo- 
crucy at hc)riit% must be Increasingly 
vigilant against those who would seize 
power and Influence for use in an ef- 


fort to discredit both the unions and 
the nation. 

The gi'eat patrititic trade unions of 
America must reexamine their re- 
sponsibilities in a democracy. They 
must realise that tmlay they owe an 
extra measure of vigilanre aind re- 
sponsibility tow'ard helping preserve 
our way of life. They must realize 
that only through teamwork, through 
unremitting energy, through cimstant 
alertness can keep our way of life 
and our institutions. 

Our big job as unionists is Ursl of 
all 1(1 be good citizems — loyal to our 
country and its institutions. Our next 
big joli is to be loyal and active mem- 
bers of the Brotherhoods ever willing 
to participate in the affairs of the or- 
ganization, waiting to shoulder the 
necessary responsibilitica and to work 
toward the objeetiveK set forth in our 
International Const! tutiotL 

I feel that by lieing good unionists 
we wdll be good citizens. Both Jobs 
are important. Both jobs are neces- 
sary for the ivelfarc of the country. 

In presenting this report, It is not 


possible to go into all details of the 
ofHce in the time at our disposal, t 
would like to Invite tlie attention of 
the delegates to some of the principal 
activities and achievements of the of- 
fi(?e of International President during 
the last two years. In setting forth 
this account of my stevrardship, I 
have divided the problems and discus 
siona into principal groupings. 

PART I— PiiOm.FMS OF 
PERSONNEL 

1 — Discharge of International 
Organizers 

One of the situationa which caused 
considerable dtfumasion at the ^an 
Francisco Convention involved the 
matter of discharged Internationnl 
RepresentaUves and Organizers, Dele- 
gate.s will doubtless recall the facts 
leading up to this digeuasion. 1 "wm 
years ago last month my predecessor 
had dischaiged 24 International Rep- 
resentatives and Organizers ivccaune 
of their alleged palRIcat activity. 

At the Convention a motion was in- 
troduced ami passed on this matter

Fair Convent ion Action 

The action of the Convention was a 
just and fair one not only in terms 
vt the justice tt» the indiviLkmls in- 
volved, but in terms of the welfare of 
our BroiherhtMrd. Immeiliately after 
thi' San Fi'aneiBcn Convention J he- 
gan a thorough ami systematic check 
of the kepresenta Lives and Organi'zera, 

I found that they were not only loyal 
to the Brotherhood, but that they ctin- 
tinued work for the union in co- 
operation with the idllcers and Inter- 
mitional Vice Presidents just as if 
they were still on the payroll. This 
WHS real loyalty and f*ir this spirit 
t»f devotion to thuir union iluty 1 com- 
mended them highly* It is this spirit 
that has contiilnited towani huilding 
our union to Mie point of power and 
infl lienee U enjoys in the world today* 
1’hey were reinstated. \\'e there hy con- 
tinued the valuable serviees and ex]ie- 
rienee of these men* 

During the disciisHimi of the dis- 
charge of the Internatiimal Oi gan- 
gers some rcnmidts had lieen made 
about recrlmimitioMB ami retaliation 
iiy the incoming liiternatioiml Presi- 
ilent. The (hmveiition honored me 
with the privilege nf addressing my- 
self to this specific situation in my 
brief remarks on the final day of our 
meeting* With your permission I 
wouhi like to qmde here briefly from 
those remarks: 

"in satisfying the obligation of In- 
temational President, it is my purpose 
and determination to administer the 
alTairs of the oflke in strict aceoril 
'with the C'oiistiliitiun as it is now writ- 
ten or may be from time to time 
amended, in conformity with my best 
interpretation. Recognition of efli- 
ciencyr ability, attentiveness to duty, 
shall be the yardstick with Thvhich I 
shall endeavor to estimate the value 
of services rendered by any member 
of the stafT employed in or under the 
ofilee of International President. This 
policy has been folloWLsl in the best 
interest!? of the Brotherhood-*' 


3 — kesigiiatiun of the Inlernalimial 
.Secrelary 

On July 15, 11147* InternaUmial 
Secretary G* M* Bugni asset Umdered 
his resignation. Immediately after ac- 
ceptance of Ilia resEgnation, I ap- 
pointed Brother .K Sredt Milne of 
San FrancUco as International Sec- 
retary. This appoint men t was ap- 
proved by the Executive Coiiiicih 

It is hardly necessary to comment 
on the fine record and Imckgrauml of 
Brother Milne for this responsible 
post* He has been active in alfaird of 
the U B* K W* for *'J0 years and at 
the time of his appointment wa.«i an 
international Vice President, Ninth 
DistrieL 

In July of last your Semetary Milne 
assumed hia duties and In the short 
space of a year has made many im- 
provements in the administration of 
the ofilce. His excellent work has 
proved itself in Llie many constructive 
steps taken.

WmiKtiHS* JOURNAU Mis improve- 
ments haw been whcdehoiulediy ap- 
proved by the membership and have

He has modified in the interest of 
cconmny and etliciency meihods of 
handling all supplies puichasi-fl by 
bicaJ unions and he has introduced 
modern procedures and f.echniqueH of 
iifiice management in the internation- 
al Headquarters- I feel that Secretary 
Milae*s services are proving invalu- 
able to us. 

The appointment of *1* Scott Milne 
as Inteinatumal Secretary created a 
vacancy in the ofiice of 1 nternalional 
Vice President, for the Nintii District. 
Therefore, 1 appointed I iilcrnutioiia] 
Representative Uscar G. ^hu■l^Hk of 
Local Union No. 77, *SfaUie, Wash., 
as International Vice President for 
the Ninth DistricL This appoint- 
ment was approved by the Executive 
Cuimci].

I — Cjenenil 1‘ounsel's Department 
Passage of the Taft-HarUey law 
and the ever-growing legal difiiculties 
arising from that act and from the 
passage of state anti-labor laws miide 
the employment of legal coun-sd im- 
peril tive.

The iigrccil- 
upon prop<*snl was to be submitted to 
a ri? for end urn of the member si Up not 
laU-r than April 30, 1047. 

This mandate was carried out and 
two new International Vice Presi- 
dential districts were created, namely 
DislrictH Nos. It and 12- F’ollowing 
approval liy referendum and creation 
of the new”^ districts I appointed Broth- 
er Frank Jacobs* Loc^ Union No, I 
(St. Louis, Mo.) as International Vice 
President, District No. H and Brother 
W- B. l*ctty of Local Union No. 2*J5 
(Little Rock, Ark.) as International 
V'icL* Preaident of District No. 12* 
Tlie Executive Council approved Uie 
appointnienta- We now have 12 V'iee 
Presidential districts functioning in- 
stead of the 10 we formerly had* 
in iny reorgan Nation program we 
set up otlices for all the Vice Presi* 
tlcnts with an office staff. At a mi^et- 
ing with the Vice Presidente and In 
cooperation with them an effective 
program of organisation and adminis- 
trative procedure was inaugurated* 
This iirogram has met to a large de- 
gree the denmmls upon the Interna- 
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tional Orticc. The service tp the mem- 
bership has been impruved thereby. 
The or^anis&ers and International 
Representatives are assigned Ia) the 
liiteimatignal Vice President and they 
work directly under his Jnnsdiction 
in each distrkL This change^ in my 
opinion, has been a decided improve- 
tiient. 

The San Francisco Convention in 
llMd directed that steps be taken in- 
volving jurisdiction atTccting inside 
men, outside men and utility workers. 
The proposal before the CotivenUoii 
said: 

^'The incoming President appoint a 
committee consisting of throe meml>ers 
from each of the branches involved: 
Inside men, outside men, und utility 
workers. This committee to meet and 
prepare a general jurisdictional defi- 
nition covering the work of each of 
the three branches involved as out- 
lined in the reaolution U* diange the 
present Constitution. This matter 
shall t»e disposed of not later than 
July 31, 1947, same to be submitted 
to referendum.” 

To handle this matter efficiently 
and expeditiously I aptminted three 
groups immediately upon taking of- 
fice and called them to Washington, 
May IP, 1947- There were three 
branches of the trade repreaenting in- 
side work, outside work, and public 
utilities ivork. 

After spending many days in an 
intensive exploration and discussion of 
all the problems of Jurisdiction we felt 
that w^e had ironed the situation out 
W'gU and had developed a satisfactory 
pi'tigram. 

This amendment to the Constitution 
was submitted by referendum for the 
consideration of the entire member- 
ship, and 1 am glad to report, wa^ 
accepted by a large majority. And 
while the change may not be w^orking 
with 100 per cent perfection it Is re- 
moving many difficulties l>etween mem- 
bers and local unions. As time goes 
on and w*ith full awperation of the 
memliership I am confident that the 
new' plan will improve still further as 
we alt get better aciiuaintcd with it 
I Wfiuld like to add that the Interna- 
tional Office has had less trouble ad- 
ministering this new law than the 
previous law. 

At this time I would like to take the 
opportunity to thank the committees 
for coming to Washington and w*ork- 
ing diligently on a problem ho difficult 
to handle. The conimittees worked 
with the Internatiimal President cor- 
dially and with the utmost coopera- 
tion, 

- — Jurisdiclion Over Local llnioiis 

Under special conditions it is some- 
times necessary for the International 
Office to assume jurisdiction over local 
unions in order to prot4K*t members 
of the respective local unions. This 
has been necessary In the I. B, E. W, 
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and in Huch cases they are kept undor 
the supervision of the Interna tional 
for as brief a time as piiuislhte. A con- 
stant effort is alw^ays exerted to re- 
establiili the local union in good stand- 
ing as soon as the members show good 
faith and the local officers comply witli 
the ConsUtuUfm. 

I.ocal unions under Internattonal 
AUpervision have lK*en restiMcd to local 
union status as s(»on as it was pos- 
sible and in compliance with the In- 
ternational Constilution except Local 
Union No. 40 of California whose 
nientliers are employeH in the mottun 
picture industry, 

ft was necessary to assume juris- 
diction of Local Union No. 40 on 
Jiimmry 27| 19 IT, anti the union Is still 
under sufiervisHm tif the hiternational 
since adflitumal time has Iveen found 
m*ce»»ary to collect all data bearing 
on the situation. The extension of 
time has lieen approved by the Execu- 
tive Council under the Constitution. 

Conditions w^hich prevailed resulted 
in like arrest of many of our memhers. 
The hicai went on a strike in support 
of other trades and In my opinion it 
wa5 mislead. This entire situation re- 
Hutte<l In financial embarrassment to 
Loral Union No. 49. A coinptete study 
of this situation was made. Many 
members of the local asked for help 
in putting their local in order. Taking 
into consideration the attitude of other 
crafts and of outside InfiueneeB, it was 
decided to reestaidish juriadietion be- 
tween the I. II. E. W, and the I. A. 
T, S. E. — the Intermitloiial Alliance 
of Theatrical and Stage Employes, 
This step ha.s l>een helpfuL hut the 
situation has not been entirely reme- 
died. At the present time W'e are con- 
fioiited with large-scale luy-olTs in thca 


industi^ due to declining production, 
and ive have at this time nothing in 
sight for relief, or pnmpects for the 
unemployed in tire motion picture 
hUuIios, 

Assuming jurisdictloa over local 
unions is very displeasing to your In- 
ternational president and every case 
where such is necessary is always the 
matter of profound regret. However, 
1 want this Convention to know that 
this extreme step Is never taken until 
a thorough study has been made of 
the facts in every ease. 

Under the L B. E. VV, Constitutum 
it is the duty of the Internalional 
President — and as long us I am Presi- 
dent I will adhere to that duty— to see 
that no local union operates outside 
the Cf>n»titutton of our Brothcrhotid. 
The Constitution is an instrument for 
protecting the nieml>ors and 1 Intend 
to .see that that in.itrument itself is 
protected. 

It is gratifying, indeed, to report 
that only a very, very small percent- 
age of our locals have ever made it 
neee.ssary to take the extreme step of 
assuming Jurisdictian and [ hope in 
the future that the percentage will be- 
come even smaller, 

PAKT 111— GENERAL ADMINIS- 
TRATIVE PROBLE.MS 

I— Tafl- Hartley Law Arridavils 

Every member present at this Con- 
ventiem has undoubtedly heard and 
read a great deal of discussion abjut 
the unti-Communist affidavit provi- 
sions of the Taft- Hartley Law», This 
was the most publicir^d issue in tlie 
first months of Uie administration of 
the law. 

The position of the Brotherhood on 
the matter of Communism is entirely 
dear. No organization which calls 
itself 11 trade union should degrade 
unionism by permitting itself to be 
used as a **front" for Communisnu 
The labor movement can not afford to 
tolerate such outfits. In the opinion of 
your International President no Com- 
munist should be permitted to hold 
office in any organization whether it 
lie a trade union or otherwise. You 
cannot serve Arner lean ism and Com- 
munism at the same time. The rep- 
resentatives of the Kremlin who foster 
the ideology of Communism should not 
he permitted to hold office In labor, 
management or civic organizations of 
this country. If we are Mj curb Com- 
munism in this country, ive must curii 
its leadership— leadership which take,< 
the working people down the cruel 
j'oait to totalitarian enslavement. 

A'’our International president does 
not, however, favor the anti-Commu- 
nlst affidavit provisions of the Tuft- 
Ilarltey Law. The trade union move- 
ment does not need the Taft-Hartley 
Law to oust Communists from it;^ 
ranks. The L B, E, W, and the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labir, during all 
the years of their existence have been 
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fitctci with the chtillen^e r>f fariHgn 
“iiims." That dialleng^t* has i«*en met 
ami overcome Ivefore tiy our own ac- 
tio ru without the intervention of tiov- 
ernment, and it is now met and 

overcome in the same way. We resent 
beini^ singled rmi among private or- 
ganizations to swear that we ure not 
Oanmunists — and we believe that the 
suspicion which has lieen cast upon the 
Jt'a<lership of the trade union move- 
ment is unfounded and unjust 

The Law has tieen drafted that 
it does not penalize the imion tdficers 
who refuse to file the affidavits. It 
penal izes the union memljership l>y 
depriving them of the benefits and 
prtn!edu.re& originatly legislated by the 
Wagner Act. Indeeil, the General 
Counsel of the National LiilK»r I vela- 
tioiiH Board went further than the 
law by ruling that the 7 b niillion 
members of the American Fuderaiicm 
of Lalnir could not use the facilities 
itf the Hoard to get elections for liar- 
gaming representatives, to secure 
authorization for union shop agree- 
ment ami to bring unfair labor prac- 
tice charges against anti-union em- 
ployers because a single officer of the 
Federation refused to sign an affidavit 
Indejiendent unions and ctimpany 
unions took immeiliate advantage of 
our difficulties and Iwgan to make in- 
roads on ourselves and other Fed e ra- 
tion unions. Tour International Hres- 
ident gave full con.sideration to these 
problems and deciileil that it was nec- 
essary to sutiordinate the mdividual 
feelings of the officers to the interests 
of the Brotherhood and its niemWr- 
ship, Account was also taken of tlie 
fact that it would take at least one 
or two years to challenge the con- 
stitutionality of the affidavit provi- 
sions through the Courts. Accordingly, 
it wufi recommended that the affidavits 
sluadd l^ signed. Your Internathimd 
Preaideni also authorized a test case 
to be started which resuUeii in the 
reversal of the ruling of the Cicneral 
Counsel of the Hoard and made the 
facilities of the Hoard availatile to the 
I. H. E. W. and all the other unions 
in the Federathm, 

In this w'ay we were able to 
the interests of the 1. B. E. W. and 
its membership, We have also seen 
that tilthough one year has passed 
there is as yet no court decision hold- 
ing the affidavit provisions unconstitu- 
tional and many organizations inside 
and outside the Federatitm who 
originally declined to sign the affi- 
davits have found themselves com- 
pelled by the eonsidei ations iliscussetl 
above, to change their position and 
sign the affidavits after much cost to 
their membership. 

insofar as the Bnandal registra- 
tion renuirements of the law are cun- 
eerneti the I. B. E. W. has nothing 
to hide. Our fmaneial reports havi- al- 
waya been open books to the member- 
ship. Wo have always enjoyed the 


benclU^ of democratic procedures and 
atlminSstration, Again, we need no 
law to make us do what we have al- 
ways done. 

2 — ^Kcpeal «f ihe Taft-Hartky Law 

The International (inkers fought 
vigorously against the passage of the 
vicious Taft- Hartley Law, We are 
now engaget! in an untiring battle 
for its repeub 

Your international rresident is 
strongly iif the view that unless the 
laiv is removed fruiu the btmks there 
W'iil he complete dealrucLion of the 
effectivenesH nf the trade unions and 
this in turn will bring about a lower 
standard of living for the American 
workers. 

Your 1 iiternationul Officers have not 
contented ihemwelves with denouncing 
tim law, We have taken action within 
the limits t»f the law to preserve the 
Brotherhimd and protect the memlier- 
ship, in the first place we have gone 
to great lengths in making informa- 
tion available to the membership and 
officers (*f the H loth er hood on the law. 
The law is <^xtremeiy complicated and 
these very compllcatloas can trap u« 
in the development of nur legitimate 
interests. Accordingly, studies ami 
analyses have l>een prepared and have 
l»een made available in Ixioklet and 
special letter form. These are in- 
tended to dcvelup knowledge of the 
rights which remain with ua under the 
law. In August, lt«17, before the law 
la*rame effiecUve, I called a meeting in 
Washington of the International Vice 
Presidents and all stalf members. This 
meeting was devoted exclusively to a 
discussiem of the implications of the 
law, which was conducted by the Pre.H- 
blent, the executive officers and the 
General <!ounseL We discussed all 
angles of the TafLIlurtley Act We 
studied how to work umler the law 
and hi»w to live with it By the time 
the sessions adjourned everyone pres- 
ent felt that he hud the necessary in- 
formation to keep our *iiganization 
within the law and assure our con- 
Unucil operation us law-abiding Amer- 
ican citizens. 

In the second place, wc have a num- 
ber of cases before the courts and 
administrative agencicH which are test- 
ing ihe up plication of the Taft- Hart- 
ley Act, In particular we arc seek- 
ing to iievtdop the point that much t»f 
the vvoik of our Union is of intra- 
state character and thei^fore not sub- 
ject to the law. 

Finally, we recognize that m Amer- 
ican citizens we have the duty erf c<ini- 
plytng \v\th the law of the land until 
it i» changed hut we arc exerciaing 
our legal rights as citizens within the 
law* to bring al>oul the outright repeal 
of the Taft- Hartley Act, I take this 
opp(»rt unity to urge every momlier of 
the Unkm tc» do his nnel her share ao 
thal we. togelhor with our brothers in 
the great American labor movement. 


can rid ourselves of this yoke which 
is proving itHclf extremely detrimental 
to tlie interests of labor. mMnagement, 
and the public in our country. 

Anti-Lalmr Laws 

Many slates have passed laws, un- 
der the sponsorship of anti-labor 
groups, which desti*oy union security, 
restrict the right to strike, regulate 
the internal affairs of unions and 
otherwise harass ua in our legitimate 
operations. 

Your I nii.u national Officers have not 
lost sight of the importance of these 
State laws in our etfort to meet the 
problems of the Taft- Hartley .Act, We 
are following those laws closely and 
are applying Uie same program de- 
veloped in connection with the Taft- 
Hartley Law, to defeat the state laws 
and to secure and transmit the knowl- 
edge required to Uve under them as 
long as they remain on the books. 

t — The hOth Congress 

Your Internationa] Officers have f<d- 
loWed closely the activities of the 
(Congress liccivuse of Uielr effect on 
the welfare of the membership of the 
Hr€ttherh*Mjd and all American citi- 
zens- It is our considereil judgment 
that the record of the gUlh Congress 
is one of the worst, from the stand- 
point of all the people of the United 
States. 

This Congress took care of powerful 
special interest groups to the detri- 
ment of the national welfare. The 
priHif can In* found in a letter sent to 
its clients by a real estate lobbying 
committee which lists as its opponents 
''The President of the United States, 
piactically every veterans’ organiza- 
tion, every Inlwir union, the Catholic 
Church, the Protestant Church, social 
welfare groups, the mayors of the 
nation.” The letter commends the 
Congress as follows: "You have rea- 
son to rejoice that the HOth Congress 
was courageous enough to withstand 
this pressure,” We believe that every 
right-thinking American will differ 
from the lobhyists and agree that 
{’ongress deserves not praise^ but 
severe reprimand on Election Day for 
lieing ileaf to the voice of .America 
ami heeding only the representatives 
of the inlereHts, 

Intelligent iinderstamiing of the 
Hbtli Congress requires knowledge of 
what it liid and what it l efused to do, 

C<mgress did: 

1 J Pass the Tnft-Harilrif Acf which, 
if it remninH on the h(»oks, will destroy 
organized labor and lower the living 
condltlcms of all wage earners, 

2) Pass th€» .4rf, 

which, under the co%'er of eliminatlTig 
the indefensible Portal to Portal suits* 
emasculated the Wage and Hour Law, 

3) Pass the itced^Buhvitikle BilL 
which exempts railroads from the 
anti-trust laws, 

•U Pass legislation to complete the 
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destruction of the Ihimt iment of 
Lahof^ by Iransferilnir the Employ- 
ment Service out of the Department 

5) Pass a Tajf Fieduetion BiU which 
favors top- bracket incomes. 

Pass a hill which takes Soctal 
ScirrinVp heneHtti away from f&O.OOO 
employes. 

Amoru' the more lmj>ortant items on 
the fie^tive side, the SOth Congress I 

1) Refused to pass effective AiRi- 
hiffatimt Coftfnd leg'islation and bring 
prices down for the average citizen* 

2) Refused hi pass the TS-Crni .\fiit- 
imum t(*o|jrr Bit! and thus left the 
minimum at the sweatshop rate of 40 
cents an liour* 

21 Refused pass the Uai/Jier- 
Bit! and thus deprived 
veterans, low • income groups and 
others of etfeettve public assistance 
in securing decent housing, 

4J Kefused to take uny action on 
the bill to make the sujn of fo^00(MI00 
available for reducing i ndastnal Accr- 
dtntM which take a iicavy and pre- 
ventable toll of life and limb among 
wage earner. H, 

The record is dear for all who wish 
to read and understand ho^v tlie ac- 
tions of the 80th Congress have seri- 
ously injured tiieir indivnduab and the 
national, welfarCi 
^ — bailor's l,eague for Political 
Education 

The sponsors of the Taft-IIartlcy 
Act were fearful of the retaliation 
which organized labor might exact at 
the polls against the Congress men and 
Senators who had voted for the Act. 
Accordingly, they put a provision in 
this same Act wliich makes it unlaw- 
ful for any lalmr union to make any 
expend it urea or contributiona from its 
treasury in connection with any pri- 
mary or general election involving 
candid ales for Federal oiTice. The 
constitutionality of this phase of the 
law is being litigated Imt the pro- 
vision remainH in effect until a linal 
decision is rcndercfl by the U, S, 
Supreme Court. 

In the meantime an organization 
known as Labor's League for Political 
Education has been established for the 
purpose of providing elTective means 
to organize tlie efforu of wage earn- 
ers and their frienda for political ac- 
tion, D. W, Ti'acy is a member of 
the AdiMinUtiative Committee of the 
League, which formulates policy and 
governs tlte operation^ of the League, 
Joseph D. Ketman, Recorillng Secre- 
tary of Local Union 12 L L B- E. W., 
and a former Government olUdal, is 
Director of the League. J. Scott 
Milne is Deputy Treasurer of the 
League. Tracy* Keenan, and Milne 
are seiwing the League in their indi- 
vidual capacities^ — not as union ojTicers. 

It should be realized that the suc- 
cess of the League in the performanee 
of iU Important work depends upon 
the unstinting support of the indi- 
vidual contributora to the League, 


6' — Council of ItHluKtritil Uelaliun^ 

Our BrotheriuK>d has always lieen 
interested in pursuing the peaceful 
methods of .settling dilTerences* We 
have always felt that extreme methods 
w*ere virtual adniission?= of inability 
to solve our problems. 

Consistent with that phtlosophy* wc 
have been pailieipant:> in the Coun- 
cil on Industrial Relations for the 
Electrical Contracting Industry, This 
organization was formed many years 
before the war anii resulted in mudi 
saving in time ami wages in settle- 
ment of difFerences, 

When under the wartime emergency 
the Government assumed control over 
w'age^ and hours the Council lo«came 
inoperative. Knowing timt the emer- 
gency period was over uod that steps 
could be taken to reconstitute the 
Council, I called a meeting shortly 
after assuming *jflke. This confer- 
ence was held January, 1P47, at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio. 

The Council of Industiiai Rela- 
tions was reestablished between the 
N, E. C, A. and L B. E, W, with condi- 
tions set forth umier which it was 
to work, between employer and labor. 
This Council of Industrial Relations 
meets cjuartcrly an<l its work Is Ijeing 
accepted and praised l»y the local un- 
ions. I am glad to report that Its 
work has resulted in the prevention 
of many strikes in the electrical in- 
dustry. 

So successful has been the work of 
this council that It has drawn the 
praise of the Federal Conciliation 
Service of the United States Govern- 
ment. In fact the Conciliation 
Service is now studying vvays and 
means with which we handle our prob- 
lems and is seriously considering the 
pattern of our tribunal. 

A study has also been made leading 
toward the estabHslijnent of a coun- 
cil between the L B. E, W. and the 
National Electric Sign Assodation. 
Following a meeting with the N, E. 
S. A. we held our first meeting as a 
joint council. Working mnditions were 


adopted and procedures similar to 
those used in the electrical construc- 
tion trade w^ere put Into force. 

It might be well to quote briefly 
from the policy section of the joint 
agreemenL I quote page lit 

"Emphasis should lie laid upon the 
Councirs abandonment of Hie philo- 
sophy of power and struggle. The 
Council has clothed itself with no 
mandatory powers. It relies upon the 
tndividuars instinctive spirit of fair- 
ness and the theory that the public 
will think and act correctly when it 
has the fact*?.^' 

The policy set forth has led to suc- 
cessful progress thus far. The first 
two cases regolved, without any los^j 
of time for our members involved 
In the dispute, Is an indicathvn of the 
promise for the future. Only good can 
result from the constructive and .sin- 
cere eiTorts like these wherein labor 
and management resolve to settle 
their differences in peaceful and dis- 
passionate examination of the facts 
of every conflicting situation. 

7^Rcnsions — -E m ploy cs Benefit 
Agreement 

One of the outstanding achieve- 
ment of the San Francisco Conven- 
tion was the approval given an em- 
ployes* pen.sion agreement developed 
between the 1. B, E. W. and the Na- 
tional Eloctrical Contractors Associa- 
tion. Those of you who attended that 
Convention wit! recall the detaited 
statement given by Paul Geary, 
Executive Vice President of the N, E. 
C, A, He related in cjonKiderable de- 
tail, some of Die dilHcultiefl in develop- 
ing the agreement. 

I should like to add that the difli- 
culties outlined by Mr, Geary were 
by no means ended when the gen- 
eral agreement policy was approved by 
the Convention, Much work re- 
mained to bo done. Immediately after 
the dose of the Convention 1 returned 
to Washingttm and began work on 
this plan to help its forward progress. 

In developing this plan it was nec- 
essary to work with numerous Gov- 
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LTiiniunt Hgenciiriit jjiirlkuliirly with 
the Ilurenu of Internal Kevenne to 
the TruHHury DeiiaftmenL These 
iniiny weeks of hard work were use* 
ful since, when 1 took oftiee in Jana- 
ary foilinving the Conveiition, I found 
that no steps had been taken to put 
inhi ertTect the mandate of the Con- 
vent bm. 

The aifreemcnt was approved by the 
Itureiui of Internal Revenue on March 
3, This aprreement represents 

not oub many months of diligent work 
hut h a milestone in improved labor 
munajreJiu'nl relations in the electrical 
industry. 

The luiiployes benefit airreement be- 
came ciroetive March 5, 1IM7, upon ap- 
pn*val by the Treasury and the Na- 
tionni Employes* Benefit Board was 
set up immediately tliereaftev. T)ig 
N ational Board is composed of seven 
members of the I. B. E, W. and seven 
members of the N. K. C, A., plus one 
piihHc memf>er appointed by the Sec- 
reliiry of Labor* 

The National Board formulates 
fiidieies for the administration of the 
licnefit plan and U>cal lioards are set 
up between our local unions and chap- 
ters of the N* E. C. A. 

The first pay roll assessments under 
this new plan were received by the 
National Hnard in Junot J947^ Since 
tbnl time we have experienced diffi- 
culty in ftettinjr the plan into opera- 
tion* Contractors were reluctant to 
make the 1 per cent payroll deduction 
and many of our oum Irieal union 
officers were ncKllpenl in jotting their 
joint iMnuds set up* They \vere also 
neirliijeni in KOttinK the contractors to 
make their pajmients. 

As nK^*t!<"*»u'nts expired our local 
unifois have been mukinjr the 1 per 
cent payments part of the agreement 
anri with time and hard work we are 
gradually working towards the goal 
of too per rent payment by our em- 
ployers III the olcetrica! construction 
industry. 

We canned permit any failure in this 
pension plan. Every local union and 
every member working for an electri- 
cal contractor must assist the Inter- 
national Office in making the pen- 
sion plan 100 per cent effective, re- 
gardless of ivhether or not the con- 
triictor is a member of the N. E* C. A. 
This advice also applies to contractors 
who have International agreements. 

I cannot entphasiite too strongly that 
the welfare and future of our pension 
Iwnetita deptmd upon the success or 
fail lire of this present plan* Every 
member should sec that he does every- 
thing to make it succeed, 

K — President *8 Elect ion to A, F* of L, 
Executive Council 

When G* M* Bugniaaet resigned as 
Internaiional Secretary, he also re- 
signed aa a member of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Ijabor Executive 
CouneiL 1 was elected member of the 


Executive Council of Ihr Federation 
at its San Francisco Limvention in 
1D47. 

9 — Resolutions nn Legislation for the 

A, F- of L* 

The San P'ranciat^o (Ainvention 
passeti resol utioiia concerning legisla- 
tion and other matter!^ for action by 
the American Federation of Lal¥jr, 
Alt the matters pertaining to either 
state or naliomil problems which were 
passed for reference to the A* F* of 
L. were referral to that organi7.a- 
tion in prompt unii due proper form. 

Many subjects were introtkiced by 
resolutions to the liMfi Cimvention 
and referred to the incoming officers* 
*Many of tliese sutijects were studied 
and analyzed and some hove been com- 
pletely com pi led with and put into 
eflccl* Others are Htill being Worked 
upon while on others no progress has 
been made to date, 

10 — ^ProgrcHs Meetings of Interna- 
tional Vice BrcHidentH 

Two meetings of all the Interna- 
tional Vice Presidents were held in 
1947 and one thus far in 1948, It 
has been impossilile for the Pre.sident 
to attend all nm^tings, but 1 found 
that 1 was able to attend the majority 
of progress meetings wdiich have l>een 
held* It is my opinion that these 
progress meetings prove of great value 
and assistance to both the local unions 
and the International OffitMjrs* The 
meetings resulted in a useful ex- 
change of ideas on the many prob- 
lems of organization and adminis- 
tration in the various districts. 

11 — Apprenliee Training 

The I* B* E* \V* has a national 
reputation in the apprentice training 
field. And with rlemand for skilled 
craftsmen high, we do not want to see 
our efforts lag. The apprentice train- 
ing problem has heen given consider- 
able attention by the International Of- 
fice in the Inst year and a half* 

A committee of five from the N. E* 
C* A. and the L B* E. W* has been 
formed into a National Joint Ap- 
prenticeship Committee, T’wo meet- 
ings of this joint committee were held 
and general policies made and plans 
of action laid down for the training 
of apprentieca in the electrical indus- 
try. We are encouraging the stimula- 
tion of joint efforts Ijetween manage- 
ment and labor and to the l>est of our 
knowledge, to date there are 396 ap- 
prenticeship committees set up in the 
industry. While this may seem a sub- 
stantial numlicr, we hope to encourage 
further expansion in order that the 
necessary number of apprentices can 
he supplied to industry as needed* 

12 — Internaliona) Agreemcnis 

Many questions have l>een asked 
regarding International Agreements 
with general and specialized contrac- 
tors. In January 1917 there were on 


record in the International Office, MO 
International Agreements with con- 
tractors doing interstate business* 
Since January 1947 forty of those 
agreements liave been cancelled or 
terminated* Only three International 
Agreements have l>een negotiated and 
signed since January 1947* Those 
three Agreements are with employers 
who do specialty work in the electri- 
cal field only, such as erection of 
radio towers, steel transmission tow- 
ers and public utility poiver house 
work* 

13 — Plan for Settling Jurisdiction 
Under I he Building Cons! ruction 
Trades Oept, A* F. of L, 

At the Convention of the Building 
Construction Trades Department Con- 
vention held in San Francisco, Octo- 
1 mji% 1947i the Convention instructed 
the Executive Council of the Depart- 
ment to draft a plan for the settle- 
ment of jurLsdictional disputes be- 
tween the mem tier organizations of the 
Department, such plan as agreetl to 
by the Executive Council members to 
be submitted to the Presidents of the 
affiliated organizations. 

The commiUee apointed to draft the 
plan held meetings with the General 
Counad and members of the NLRB, 
also with representatives cf General 
Contractors and sub- or specialty con- 
tractors* A plan was drafted and 
submitted to all International Presi- 
dents, It was accepted by 17 Inter- 
national Organizations* Your Presi- 
dent did not vote for the plan. The 
Elevator Constructors voted against 
Die plan. 

It wa*s tny Iielief that the plan 
would prove to l>e unwwkablc and 
Impractical. I nlflo was of the view 
that it was a matter of questionable 
principle to advertise the decisions 
of the private agency established to 
administer the plan as having force 
equal to that of a government agency, 
Furthcrnioro, it was most disturhing 
to see the rapid concession that the 
plan had to be established to avoid 
burdening the government agency ad- 
ministering the Taft-Hartley Act 
when we did not know hoiv far the 
courts %vould say the Taft-ilaiiJey 
Act Hpplm to the building and con- 
struction industry. 

These points and others were dis- 
cussed at great length, but the Build- 
ing and Construction Trades Depart- 
ment hy a democratic majority vote* 
decided tn go along with the plan* 
The I. B. E. W*, as a member of the 
Department, was bound by the vote. 
Furthermore, it was realized by your 
International Officers that it would 
be unwise to take any drastic action 
at that time which might impair the 
united strength of the Building and 
Construction Trades Department. We 
thought it would be better to measure 
our judgment against practical expe-

I N ACCORDANCH with Ariwia UC 
Seclion of our (^onijtUutioni i 
htirewith transmit lu you ami through 
you to tlie membership of our Brother- 
hotKl, a report of the ItiternaiUjniil 
Secretary Departfiieiit for the period 
beginning July 1, 11M7, and ending 
June lOJd, except m may other- 
wise be ntited in the report. 

On July \hi IU47, former Interna- 
tkinal Secretary 0. M* Bugnia^et re- 
sigmti. President Tracy apointed me 
to fill the unexpired term. This rC' 
jK>rt will deal more specitically with 
my term as Secretary for the past 
year. 

As you are well aware, the duties of 
the Secretary are covereil very care- 
fully in Article VI* and his respimsi- 
blHtes are outlined in detail. It is my 
desire to give a full and complete 
|Hirt of the Secretary’s Uepartnient to 
the Bndherhood. To do so, I must 
ip fairness, call upon the departinerit 
heads for their reporta, Therefore* 
this will l>e u coTiipitation of reports 
from all of the departments under the 
Secretary. Without the help of the 
supervisoi*s and those working with 
them, under the supervision of our 
othce manager* Howard I\ Wright, we 
could not have accomplished all that 
^ve have* They have done an excel- 
lent job* 

Highlights Summariaed 
I shall summarize for y<tu some of 
the highlights of *mr work at the In- 
ternationa) Oftke in the past year 
and then give you the more detailed 
reports of our sui^ervisors. 

On July in, 1P47* there were nu- 
merous reports which had la*en sent 
to the International Secretarj* hy our 
various local unions, which were 
aw^aiting processing l>y our record de- 
partment and posting to the individual 
standing of each member. During 
the previous six years the record de- 
partment had gradually slipped back, 
until in July, 1947* we had local un- 
ions which had received no reports 
for more than 12 months. This meant 
that there was a tremendous backlog 
of work in tliis ofllce. Many of the 
local unions %vere wondering why their 
reports had not la»eii returned to them. 


This situation caut^ed dtfhculty within 
the local unions for llie tnemWrs and 
particularly for the financial secretar- 
ies* and it caused tlilHcuUy between 
local unions when memherH tmnsfer- 
red by traveling cards. 

With reference to this situiitiun* in 
the financial re|Hirt you will find listed* 
‘‘Suspense Account*" or unalh»cHted 
account* tim name applied to that 
money w*hich has licen received in the 
Jntin national Odice, iuit must await 
(Misting by the recording department 
l>efore it can Ih? credited U* its proper 
amamt by the financial department. 

On July 10* lillTj this "Suspense 
Account," or unallocated fund* 
amounted to $2, 402,0 17J2. On July 
1, IU4K, it hail l»een leiluced to $40ri,- 
800*2d, The major problem of your 
Secretary has l)cen t«i reduce the un- 
alliicated acc^iunl and liring the rec- 
ords of all local unions in the Inter- 
national Odke up to date* That is, 
have all refairts credited and p<*fiteil 
and I'eturned to the local unions within 
tlO days. By reorganising and em- 
plojing more help, this jnh has been 
accompltHhed afiii today reports re- 


ceived in this oRlce are completed and 
i cturned within a month's time. It is 
our arm and objective to see that this 
procedui*e is continued in the future, 

IVcHervatifin of Records 

A second major problem which we 
utU'jiifttcfj to solve during the past 
year was that of carefully preserving 
our important records* your impoftaHt 
rtronla^ literally millions of them, and 
yet conserve precious space so valuable 
everywhere in these days of housing 
shortages ami es|R%dalJy s*> in Wash- 
ington. In addition* there was the 
over-increaKing cost, of tile cabinets 
to take into cone ide rati on and also 
the increasing hazard to our people 
and our building of the D-emendous 
weight of these cabinets on oui fitnot*, 
Micro-nimtng uf our records solved 
thi» problem for us. Details are given 
in the section devoted to this topic. 

Vvhilo referring to our records, i 
wish to «ay a word alwiut the Archives 
ctdlection wr* are making at the In- 
ternational Office. It is our thoyght 
to aaseinhle as much historical mate- 
rial concerning our Bri»therhta>d as we 
caU'^old Journals* Convention Pro-

ceedings, programs, pictun^, souve- 
nirs, in short anything that is of in- 
terest to us as members of the 1. B. 
E. W. Wo have, already in our pos* 
sesainUt many items for our collect ion 
and are now engaged In setting them 
up in permanent display oases so that 
they may be presei-ved at the Inter- 
national Oltice for all time for those 
who love the Brotherhetod. We are 
grateful to the local unions which have 
forwanfed precious matofial to us, 
especially b»cal Union Ko. L Some- 
time we h'ipe to write the full history’ 
of our Brotherhood and this material 
will i>e invaluable at that time. 

I wish to make mention here also* 
that a room has been set aside at 
Interuatumai headquarters where the 
many volumes on lalwjr, iU history, 
economics and other associated field;!, 
which we had in many offices in the 
hutlding, have been assembled. This 
is the nucleus of what we hope ivill 
become a real trade union library, 

Springfield Office 

I now bring to your attention the 
matter of the Springfield office. Our 
Brotherhood owmed a building in 
Springfield, tlL Most of tiur printing 
w'as handled by a firm in Springfield, 
In addition, the Springfield office 
liandled the addressograph plates for 
the mailing of our ,IotjitSAL. There 
was always a time lag of from 1 to lO 
days in eominunicating with Spring- 
field. and many of our records were 
incomplete by reason of this time de- 
lay. We felt, therefore, that it %vas 
expedient to dispose of the Spring- 
field office. We mored all of the sup- 
plies and equipment that ctiuld Im; 
used in the Internationa] Office to 
Washington, B. C. The Imildlng was 
sold and those employes whi> were 
desirous of coming to Washington, 
were transferred. .411 of the printing 
and mailing is now centra I in the 
Washington office under the supervi- 
sion of Mr. Daniel S. Wrenn. 

Savings Effective 

A considerable saving has lieen ef- 
fected in our printing costs hy reason 
of the fact that we do not have double 
transportation bills from Springfield 
to Washington and from Washingtcui 
to all the other sections of the country. 
By consolidating all of our supplies In 
one department and jiurchaaing in 
quantity lots, we have aide to 

make a considerable saving. This is 
quite necessary l>ecause, as everyone 
know’s, the cost of printing has in- 
creased materially. Qn certain items 
we have had to pass on the increase to 
the local unions. We are trying Ui 
sell the supplies at cost, but unless 
there is a reduction in the cost of 
printing, the cost to the hical unions of 
several additional items will have to 
be increased. 

With regard to our printing, a study 
has been made of all existing forms, 


applications, receitds. etc., in use by 
the International Office. We have 
found that some fiirms are obsolete 
and we are revising many of these, 
.siandardizing them and making im- 
provements which we feel will be of 
seiwice to our members and to the 
L 0. 

In the past, financial matters have 
been reported by the Secretary -Treas- 
urer and the Executive Council. The 
auditors' report for the two years 
ending June 30, UI4S, will be made in 
detail by the Treasurer, and I refer 
you to his report for finandai details. 

However, I do wish to make a few 
comments. We had a small bank ac- 
Ci>uiit in Springfield ant| one in Xew 
York City. These were cunsolidated 
and brought to U'ashington. Tlie 
money was invested in securities which 
pay interest, rather than left lying 
idle in tile bank. 

In accord with the Ctmslitution, a 
bank account was openeil in the City 
vf Memphis. t*> cover the Convention 
expenses. This account has now been 
changed to the Boardwalk Xational 
Bank tn .Atlantic City. N. J. 

New In vest men I Procedure 

A change has l>een made in the 
matter of investing the funds of our 
Brotherhood. On January 12, 194B, 
an agreement was entered into be- 
tween the .4 me r lean Security and 
Trust Company and the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers 
whereby the .4merican Security and 
Trust Company agreed to advise us 
on the matter of investing the funds 
of our Brotherht>od. There is no 
obligation on our part to accept the 
suggestions of the American Security 
and Trust Company, but the recom- 
inendations are given for our lienefit 
and we have found that this is a most 
satisfactory arrangement. In addi- 
tion, all of our bfinds and stocks are 
held by the American Security and 
Trust Company, in trust for our 
Brotherhood. \Vc are wholly pro- 
tected for the full amount of invest- 
ments and cash ifi otir agency account. 
Thus none of our securities can be 
handled by any officer or employe of 
the Brotherhood, which relieves the 
officers and employes of a great re- 
sponsibility and relieves the Brother- 
hood of the added expense of carrying 
insurance to cover these bonds, as 
would be necessary if they were held 
in our l»uilding. 

The same agency account and in- 
vestment system is used insofar as the 
funds of the Pension Benefit Fund 
are concerned. This working arrange- 
ment has lieen found to be of material 
assistance and financial Itelp to both 
funds. 

There have been many questions 
raised in regard to whether a conven- 
tion of the Electrical Workers* Bene- 
fit Association would be held at this 
time. Conventions of the Electrical 


Workers' Benefit Association are held 
every four years and since the la.st 
convention of the E. W. B. A, w*as 
held in 1946, there will be no conven- 
tion this year. 

Military Withdrawal Cards 

Recently an investigation was made 
with reference to the Military Service 
Fund of our Brotherhood. It wa.^ 
found that there were several thou- 
sand men still being carried on mili- 
tary wUhdraw'al cards who were dis- 
charged from the armed forces a^ 
long ago as 1942. The original refer- 
endum on this fund provided that any 
money left in the fund would be 
transferred to the Pension Benefit 
Fund, Therefore, this fund has been 
transferred to the Pension Benefit 
Fund in accordance with the provi- 
sions of the referendum and the Con- 
stitution. 

In checking on members remaining 
on military withdravral cards* we 
found that the majority of them, as 
indicated in replies to a letter sent 
them, are desirous of making one of 
the branches of the armed service a 
life career. We have notified tliese 
men that military withdrawal cards, 
ivere not issued for that purpose, and 
they should redeposit their military 
withdrawal cards in the local union 
which issued them, because on anil 
after a certain date, their cards would 
no longer be carried by this fund. 
Those we had carried for many months 
after they were discharged from tlie 
service were given an opportunity to 
repay the amount expended from the 
fund for them. We have collected a 
substantial amount in connection with 
the military cards. Those who have 
not made any effort to repay the 
money have lieen dropped from mem- 
bership in our Brotherhood. 

In this section of the account of my 
stewardship* I wish to report to you 
that the wishes of our members ex- 
pressed by vote at our International 
Convention in 1946 have been carried 
out. The changes in our Constitu- 
tion voted upon were made and our 
Constitution completely revised to the 
best of our ability. I now have other 
Constitutional changes to recommend 
for your consideration here and I fur- 
ther suggest that your International 
Officers lie instructed to see that all 
changes tn our Constitution to con- 
form to amendments adopted at this 
Convention lie made, and further that 
these changes be incorporated in every 
section throughout the Constitution 
w^here applicable, so that every part of 
our Constitution will be in conform 
with every other part. 

Constitutional Amendments 

Amendments to our Constitution are 
recommended as follows: 

Article II, Section 12 merely states 
that: 

"The R. S. of each L. U. shall notify 
the 1. S., giving the name or names 
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of rfelejfate?* and alturnatcs, HO days 
prior to tlie L CJ' 

The elwve has ofti'n hn’n ifmored, 
iipporently l)«cau»L* no pi^nalty stat* 
t:d for failure to comply* Credentials 
have often been received by the I- S* 
lon^ after Uie 4K)-day limit* not allow- 
ing; enoojrh time to elieck the standini^ 
and eligibility of all the delegates* 
Still the local unions expect their 
delegates to be sen ted and paid. There^ 
foi e, it is recommended that Article 1 1, 
Sectiem 12* be ametidetl to reatl aa 
MiWBl 

*'( Credentials of the dulegates and al- 
ti'i'miies shall he forwarded to the !* S. 
a I least fK> days prior to the 1. C. 
nimn failure to do so* the delegates or 
alternates shall reeeive no mileage or 
other convention payments from I. B* 
K* W* funds/* 

Article VI* Section 1 tTUi para- 
graph) requires tlie International Sec- 
retary ; 

**Ti> mail a copy of the yearly amlit 
as made by the ceitified public ae- 
couniant employed by the I. E* C* to 
each L- L’* in good standing by August 
10 of each year.” 

The yearly audit ir n»d completed 
until the last of July and hy publish- 
ing it in our Jouknal all members 
are able to read it* Besides* this 
rm-Rirs a big saving in printing* post- 
age and mailing. There fore* it is 
recimimended that »he ubrive para- 
graph la? amended to read: 

*'To publish in the September issue 
of the ElECTRICAI. WmtKEtt^’ JOUKNAL* 
each year* the aim owl 1. H. E. W, audit 
rT the certified public accountant em- 
ployed by the i. K* 0*" 

Handling iii I'unds 

For many years the International 
Secretary has handled the mvestment 
of Briitherhooil funds— without speci- 
fic constitutional authority for this* 
The present Secretary has consulted 
with the Presiilunt and the Executive 
Council on all inveslments and on the 
tramifei- and sale of Brother lu»od 
property. 

The Inter national Secretary, how- 
ever* docs not hclieve it ndvisahle t<» 
continue handling such matters with- 
out specific cimstitulitmal authority, 
'rherefore* after consulting with other 
Hrotherhood offIcerH, it is recommended 
that a new section Uo be properly 
numbered) be addetl to Article VI 
nnti reads as follows: 

**The 1. S, is empowered to make 
any investment of L B* K* W* and 
pension funds and to manage, change, 
exchange and sell any such invest- 
ments anti to make reinvestments^^ — 
this power also includes the purchase* 
t riinsfeiv lease or sale of real cstate= 
all subject to nppruvul of the 1. E, 

The Taft-Harlley law made it nec- 
essary to amend the Employes Bcme- 
fit Agreement, made with the Na- 
tional Electrical Contractors Associa- 
tion, SeptemiMfr 3, 1P4fi, This pru- 
vlde.s that the cootractio shall pay 
one per cent of his gross electrical 


lalH^r payroll toward pension payments 
for our momlicrs. 

The amount paid by the contrac- 
tors to the National Employes Benefit 
Board must be kept separate from the 
Brotherhood fund. The amended 
agreement provides that no one ran 
draw a pension payment for the hume 
month from both the Brotherhond funtl 
and the contractors’ fumL 

However, payiiivuts canmd be made 
from the contrarti>rs* fund until fnir 
Constitution has been amcndetl to con- 
form Ifi thi‘ mheuded ngreement. 
I’hei'cfoi'e* it is rectmimeiided that 
Article XII* Section v (sixth |mm- 
graph ) 1 h? aiiiended to read as follows: 

”The 1, S. «liall author I7 a\ fiO' each 
membi^r admitted to pension benefits, 
$r>0 a month. The 1. S. shall also pay, 
from the pension Iscnetit fund, the per 
cajiibi Uix of each memlH:r on penHiun 
as provided for in this Article, and 
ns provided for in the Employes Bene- 
fit Agieemenl, fiiKt mafk September 
3* llMfk

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''Any memher who nccepts a pension 
juiyment for any particular month, as

Death Benefit Fund 
Article XMl oslablishcs the Healh 
Benefit Fund of the Hrotherhood, It 
alsii establishes the Electrical Work- 
ers Renpfit AssuclflUon, The K B* 
E. W. Death Benefit Fund is U* lie use<l 
wherever the E, W. B. A. is not al- 
lowed to functum by State or Provi- 
sifmal law* 

The I. B. E- W. Death Benefit el a use 


of Article Kill should conform to the 
E- W, B. A. Conslilution and By- 
Laws, Therefore, it is recommended 
that Article XU I, Section 2, lie 
nmended to im-lude the words “at tlie 
rlate of the member’s death” — and 
such other words m are necessary to 
have iKtth Constitutions conform. 

Article XIV, Section S reads: 

"The standing of any memlK?r Is- 
sued a military service card prior to 
January I, HM7, will be carried until 
he is disehargeii from military serv- 
ice.” 

In accord with our old Constitution 
and the action of our last conven- 
tion the Military Service Card was 
discontinued, (Explained in tlie E.vec- 
utive Council’s Minutes published m 
the April* 1 *J 47 , Joi’iinal.) All living 
members carrying such cards have 
been discharged, as far as the Inter- 
national Secretary was able to deter- 
mine* 

Some members reimlisted, saying 
they intended to etmtitiue in miltiniy 
service. But it was never mtendcHi 
that those reenlisting in peace time 
should have their standing carried. 
(Another proposal is being submitted 
for coiisiileratitin, to protect our 
younger rncinbertt ontoring the new 
peace-time army*) Therefore, it is 
now rccommeniled that Section 8 of 
Article XIV lie deleted* 

Article XVII, Section 3* now pro- 
vides that local unions shall adjourn 
their meetings '’not Inter than 1 1 p. m, 
prevailing time* imd no other meeting 
shall be held on the same ilay or night. 
Any action taken after this hour shall 
Ik? null anil void*” 

However, we now- have sonic Iticab 
that cannot comply with this provi- 
sion Ijccaus© their members arc en- 
gaged in opi^ rations of a cfmtinuoiis 
nature. Therefore, it is recoin mend twi 
that the rIhwc Im^ amended by adding 
a new paragraph thereto to read: 

"When a L. U/s members are en- 
gaged in operntiuns of a continuous 
nature* and it h impossible or Im 
practical to comply with the aliovc 
provision* the 1. !•* may grant special 
dispen*sation in such cases,” 

Examining Boards 

Article XVI II, Section 1. requires 
that each local union shall have an 
Examining Board of not more than 
five nor less than three members*” 

Some nianufacturing and utility 
locals do not require an Examining 
Btiard, Therefore* it in recomniemiod 
that the last three lines of Section I 
of this Article he amended to read: 

”* , , and, if the L. U- so decides, 
an Examining Board of not more 
than five nor less than three nient- 
Ijers,” 

Article XX, Section 3 (3rd para- 
graph) reads: 

"L, U/» in legal difficulty shall aulo- 
jnatiealty ai!ScH« each w'orking raenilH.T 
for every day he w'orks until the diffi- 
culty is set tied. If the difficulty Is for 
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an inereaseti the assessment 

sUail not Ijt» less than the amount of 
the ineiease demamlcd. If the diitl- 
cLitty tioea not involve an increase or 
decrease uf wa^es, the amount of the 
asaessment shall be determined by a 
majority vote of the niemlwra at a 
re«rular or special meeting of the L. U* 
rrhin may be waived by the L P* 
when good cause is showntr^ 

The aliove has been rarely, if ever* 
apfiliecL But it has caused unneces- 
sary argument and our opponents in 
organising campaigns have twisted 
and misrepresented the wording to 
confUM» and deceive* Therefore, it is 
recom It tended that the alw^ve para- 
graph be deleted* 

The fVmstitution of the Electneal 
Workers* Benefit Association permit 
a reinstated memlwr to regain bis con- 
tinuous standing in the E* \\\ B. A. 
by paying a fee of $!Q* Nothing in 
the (* B* E* W, Constitution refers in 
thin. However, the International Of- 
fice has lK?eii following the rule of the 
E. W. B A, 

Therefore to have bttth Constitu- 
tions conform* it is recommended that 
Article XXIV of the I. B, E* W. Con- 
stitution lie amended by adding a new 
section (to be properly numliertvlj to 
read as follows t 

“Any reinstated ‘A* memlier desir- 
ing bi regain his continuous stand- 
ing in the I* B* E. W* Death Benefit 
Fund may do so by paying $10 to 
such fund/* 

Article XXV, Section 5, reads: 

“Traveling cards may not lie de- 
posite<[ in any L- U. which does not 
include the type of meml>iTshlp for 
which the card was issued*** 

The alHive has worked unfairly* 
Some “R'* nieni tiers have Iwcn accepted 
by bwiils having only “A** members* 
The inentlH'r had to drop his “R** 
membership and was then made an 
“A** memlier. But he was given no 
credit for the original Initiation fee 
paid. Some had paid an original fee 
of $2fi* 

Therefore, it ia recommended that 
the above He amended by adding the 
ftillowing w-ords thereto: 

“Unless the member transfers to a 
tj’pe of membership covered by the L. 
V. In such case tie shall iie given 
credit for the last initiation fee he 
paid*'* 

Our ronatitution now provides 
f Article XX II I, Section 1) that “no 
memher is entitled to notice of the 
monthly or quarterly dues of his L* 
U/* However, this does not specify 
meml»ers on withdrawal cards who 
make payinents direct to the I. 0* 

Some nteinl)c*rs on withdrawal cards 
have contended they should receive 
notice of when their payments are due 
the T. 0. Some have carried their 
cases to the International Executive 
Council when they lost continuous 
standing, 

Therefore, it is recommended tliat 
.Article XXVI, Section 2 (covering 


withdrawal cards) W amended by 
adding the following thereto: 

“No memher on withdrawal card iS 
entitled to notice of any payments due 

the I or 

Article XXVI, Section 3, reads: 

“A meml>ei' desiring to retire front 
the trade and nut maintain his stand- 
ing is to Ik* issued an honorary with- 
drawal card of a dilTerent color. 
Upon returning to the trade and hav- 
ing complied with this Article, he may 
deposit his card in the L. U* issuing 
it and start his membership anew.** 

It will be helpful to add the follow- 
ing recommondetl wordn to the last 
sentence of the above: 

“by pajTiient of the regular dues. 
No initiation fee is necessary except 
that the ‘A* member shall pay the re- 
quired S2 admission fee to the E* W* 
B. A.” 

We now have tlte Selective Service 
for a new peacetime army and it is 
evident from letters received in the 
L O* that a numher of our younger 
members will be inducted for a definite 
period* Some wdll also enlist for the 
same definite perimL 

Therefore, con?sideration should be 
given as to whether a new fund is 
necessary or desirable to protect the 
standing of our young members who 
are inducted or who enlist, and %vho 
have more than 12 months continuoua 
standing* 

In any event* their standing should 
not be protected Wyond two years 
from their entrance into the peacetime 
army — unless the law* is changed tti 
extend the peritid of their service* 

It is estimaU*d that the cost of 
carrying the benefits of the young 
members involved will amount to about 
10 cents per month per “A** memljer* 
However* if any such assessment is 
considered necessary or desirable for 
this purpose* it Bhoohl first be sub- 
mitted to a referendum vote. 

Should the above lie done, the fund 
thus created shoidd be maintained only 
until it has served the purpiise staled 
aliove. Any amount reiiiaining after 
this should he transrerred to the Pen- 
sion Benefit Fund.

While our record department is com- 
paratively little known outside of the 
Inteimational Office, its duties and 
functions are highly important to the 
local unions and tbeir memliership. 
It is here, l>ehind the scenes, that the 
routine* yet very essential work of 
keeping our members’ record.^ is done. 
It is the responsibility of this depart- 
ment to review, process and record all 
of the monthly rciiorts submitted by 
our local unions and to issue benefit 
certificates to E. \\\ B, A. members. 


Few of our menlieis realize the 
work that must go into keeping just 
one member’s record in the 1. O* His 
itieiniHH'ship card must be maintained 
and his dues recorded correctly month 
by month* This card is deposited in 
his local union file. In addition a 
card mu*st be maintained for him in 
our master file* He must be issucil a 
I^enefit certificate if he Is an **A’’ mem- 
lier and the proper records must Ik? 
made to preserve this death benefit 
information at headquarters. Mis ad- 
dress card must lie typed and kept ac- 
curate and up to date in the address 
file. Every time he transfers or trav- 
els or changes address* notation must 
Iw? made in all the proper places. In 
addition addressograph files must be 
maintained to Insure to the memlKirs* 
receipt of their monthly Journal. 
There are official receipts to \m re- 
turned to the local unions and the 
correspondence entailed in this pro- 
cedure Then there are many little 
incidental steps too numerous to men- 
tion* involved in verify! ng the fact 
that John Doe* L* U* No. 000, is an 
active member of the L B* E* \V, In 
good standing* All this for one mem- 
ber! Multiply this by more than 
•lOU.OOO and you have a rough idea 
of the job that our clerks in the Re- 
cording DepaHment are doing, *And 
they are doing a job that requires 
experienee and training* 

Following tlie w^ar and the general 
employment upheaval everywhere, we 
had an unprecedented tonrnover in 
petiionnel in our Recording Depart- 
ment This factor coupled with the 
.steady increa.He in K B. E* W* 
memlK*rship, posed quite a prohlem 
for tho3*e in charge of our meml>er- 
ship file* There were long delays in 
crediting our members* records and 
in processing reports* 

A year ago we were more than 12 
months behind in getting receipts fmm 
oui’ local unions recorded. The amount 
in our Suspense Fund — amount of 
unreceipted monthly reports — w^as 
$2,102,074.12. 

By hiring additional personnel, 
overtime work and improving and 
streamlining certain functions of the 
work, we have reduced this Suspense 
Fund to $4115,800*26 and now our local 
receipts are posted ^dthin 30 days 
after lieing received. We are work- 
ing practically on a current banii^. 
It is our objective to stay on this 
current basis and barring unfore*seen 
circumstances, we fed we shall lie 
able to maintain a .30-day schedule.

The great growth of the Interna- 
tional Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers, recently necessitated a 
change of method for keeping vital 
records that have been filed at the 
International Office ever since the in- 
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ceptH>n o£ our organi^ataon. With a 
constant growth of membership which 
has dciiiamled more and more siiaco 
for filing cabinets, the need for some 
means of conserving space Ixicame evi- 
dent With efhciency and economy, 
om- two-fold ohjeetivep a slmly of the 
pro3)lem was made. 

The acceptance of mieio-fihning as 
a space saver by the military leaders 
in World War 11 and their demon- 
strations of its practical ity, stirreti 
the inter e^it of the business woi hh To- 
day this phologiafihtc system whereby 
all types of diH-LimcT^ts are reproduced 
on him, can he found in wide use 
thrmigjiout tJie country. 

On Se)itcmber 22, Ih47, tw'o Film-a- 
Record machines and t\vo Vi(tvvel^^ 
were pujchasctl for the pm' pose ttf 
micro-himing the rccurda of the 
Brother] loofb In the yciu' that has 

just passed, we Imve photegraphcii ap- 
proximately 1,1100,0011 documemts. 

Oitr first juh wau the hlming of the 
Death Benefit Applications of which 
we had 307,000. These iitauments 
wore 8'j inches by 11 inches ami 
were photographed on botli sides. 
There were 18 Poiir-drawcr caltincts 
of applications. The mimi-filmed ap- 
plications require only thi-ce drawer.*? 
in a cabinet 5 inches by 20 inches by 
26 inches. 

The obi [gat ion cards were photo- 
gj'aphed at the same time as the ap- 
plications. We had 800,000 of these 
cards which occupied 20 eight-drawer 
cabinets measuring IH inches by 52 
inches. The cards are 3 by 5 niches 
in siise and we photographed around 
G,:J00 to a 100- foot roll of 16-mm film. 

We are at present photographing 
the dues receijjts of the members, 
which are on forms 3 by 5 inches ami 
housed in 800 file drawers in 1 20 
cabinets — a total of M million docu- 
ments. After micro- til mi ng, tliese 
documents will he reduced in space to 
32 of the original KOd drawers which 
they filled before. 

In adfiition to the dues receipts the 
death claims are being plu>tographed. 
The death claims contain the record 
of the member's death, payment of 
the benefit to the beneficiary, and nU 
papers concerning the death tT the 
member. There ai'c approximately 

17.000 death claims involving some 

170.000 flocuments. 

The cancelled pension checks, of 
wdiich there are 220,978, are now in 
the process ijf being phottsgt aphed, as 
well as tlie regular ciiecks and eone- 
spcmdence (>f all the local unums. 

The micrtj-iilm system adopted l\y 
the Brotherhooti saves appro.vimaUdy 
00 per cent of rtofjr space. The con- 
tents itf 100 letter files can be .stored 
in a 10-mm. Film-a*Hecord micruOlc, 
ref|uii ing the space (T one letter file. 
The contents ut 10 letter files can ha 
micitt-fdmed and put into spji£*e no 
larger than a desk drawei'. 

With this start tt>ward a modern 
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mil hod of keeping the llrothei hood'a 
recoi’ds we will eventually liavt* a com- 
plete system which will snsure a com- 
j>ilatiim for posterity.

F'or over two months wo continued 
using the same addressograph Htend) 
sy«lem. We found the constant hart- 
tiling of these inked stencils^ cum- 
lierHoiiie and extremely dirty and 
sought a new and more elbcient methml 
of maintaining our mailing riles. 

In cooperation with the printer 
handling our official Journal 3- by 5- 
inch address cards were made foi‘ all 
the incmbei-s then in our file. In- 
stead of the 22 cabinets needed liefore, 
1.’! were aufficient to hou-^e the new 
address cards. 

In addition to saving space, the new 
system is a great time -saver. Since 
live new cards are so tiiuch nuire 
legible, we are now able to record a 
change of address right on the H hy 5 
card and the printer in turn makes 
U .1 a new card. This in.^tead of the 
slower meth<>d of cutting a new sten- 
cil. inking same and sending a print 
to the printers. 

While we are rapidly bringing our 
timlling Hat up to date, we ai-e still 
twime di. stance from our goal of hav- 
ing rrrrp member receives hia ‘JouR- 
NAl. rrerp month. By a rough csti- 
mate. we are still about 30.000 names 
tielnnd. \Ve are checking the mailing 
list files against our ineml^crship file 
and all members excluded at present 
will soon be receiving their monthly 
publicatitin. 

However, this cannot be accom- 
plished in a day or a week or a month, 
but the members of the mailing de- 
partment are working very hard to 
meet that goal— errri/ month a JouR- 
.N Al, to fcrry member. 

However, in reaching this goal we 
titled tlic coaperation of uur memlH^rs. 
Let US know when you fail to get your 
JantNAl. and be sure to write your aid 
and your wric address plainly and Iw 
sure to give 2 one numbers old and 
new.

During the past two years there 
lias l>eert considerable change in per- 
sonnel In the Research PepartmenL 
Following the resignation of the for- 
mer Uirector of the Department, Mr, 
lleilgeH, study was made as tfi the re- 
organization iif the Department, its 
needs, scope of operation, and Us ac- 
tual value to the Erotherhooti. 

The main function of the ri*organ- 
isted Department will bo to gather and 
prepare factual data to be uscmI In the 
frehl in connection with negotiations 
of agiwinents, arbitration cases and 
lalNvr relations in generah T<i oldaln 
tluB data the Department must have 
the continued cooperation of the local 
unions in the field. It is from this 
mmree that figures are obtained m to 


hours worked, rates of pay and condi- 
tions of employment under %vhtch our 
members work, as well as the number 
of our members employed in each divi- 
sion of the electrical industry. In this 
connection the largest problem of the 
Department is to attempt to determine 
the actual number of our members 
who are employed by any given em- 
ployer. 

Following ia a report of the activi- 
ties of the Research Depaiiment in 
the two years since our last conven- 
tion. 

The Research Ik'partment is pri- 
marily a service bianch of the organ- 
isation. Fundamentally it is designed 
to aid our memiiers and officials in 
meeting the everyday and unusual 
problems %vhich confront them, thus 
enabling them to carry out forcefully 
the duties of their positions. 

The work of the Department is 
highly diversified. Written requests 
for information from our members are 
numerous and cover a multitude of 
fields. For example, one member 
wrote us for **a copy of everything 
in our Research files,*’ to assist him 
in establishing a research division for 
his local union. While this was, of 
course, an imposslhlo task, we en- 
deavored to send the memlier what 
material we could, utuI made sugges- 
tions w-e thought would be helpful. .An- 
other member wrote us aHking for the 
Httle-knowm author of a w^etl-knoAvn 
latmr poom to l>e used in a Labor 
Day speech he W’lts making. A little 
research at the public library and the 
poet's name was supplied. 

In general the work of the Research 
Department has ranged from gather- 
ing and furnishing simple data to 
doing complex nmilyslH ami historical 
research. A large propiu’tion of it has 
had to do vvith procuring factual in- 
formatioti for the use of our local un- 
ions and IrttcTUintional Representa- 


tives during collective bargain tng pro- 
cedures. This type of information has 
included data on the carpoiate struc- 
ture, analysis of financial statements, 
company earnings, and dividend pay- 
ments of our employers. Also included 
are memoranda on current wage rates, 
working hours, overtime, shift premi- 
um, holiday, vacation, hazardous work 
payment, and numerous other phases 
of working conditions existing in 
eslahlliihnients comparable to the com- 
panies with w'hich the negotiations 
are l»eing conducted. 

Often oiomlMirs request detailed in- 
formation on a moment's notice. Fre- 
quently agreements numljering in thi- 
twenties or even in the hundrcfls must 
Ik* examined in order to insure our 
supplying the best possible answw. At 
one time we may he asked to supply 
data on recent wage increases In the 
electric utility industry for the Middle 
West, on the number of paid holidays 
in the electrical manufacturing in- 
dustry in New England, coal of living 
data for Misstiuri, w^ages on Govern- 
ment projects and job dassificatioiist 
for Fanama, pension plans in Pennayl- 
vanta, etc., etc. 

The Research Department exists to 
give service but it would be helpful if 
our in embers* foreseeing their needs, 
would notify us well in advance of the 
information they desire. In this way 
w'o can assure Ijetter service. 

In addition to the hundrods of writ- 
ten requests for specific data over the 
course of the two years since the I ant 
convention, at least I.OOO mtscellan- 
eous tdiortc calls have reached the Re- 
search Department with requests 
touching on every phase of our ac- 
tivity, from the numlrer of kilowatt- 
hoiira of electricity generated in the 
United States in the year 1924, t<* the 
hourly wage rate for journeymen wire- 
men in 1919. 

Ti^ better aid our members tt> ini- 
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prove the functioning of the Research 
Department, the International Otlice 
has recently establisheti n rarti inrtex 
tile system covering all essential pro* 
visions of our current agreements. 
Each local union was sent **K B. E, W. 
Agreement Data Cards^* and was 
asked to fill out ami return a card for 
each existing agreement it had. These 
cards have lieeii of great help in the 
work of the liesearch lJc|mitnivnt and 
we are Very grateful to the local un- 
ions who eoiiperaled ho willingly In 
supplying the Internutional Office 
with this essential information. 

In further cfTorl to lie of asHistance 
to our organization, the ltt*search De- 
partment maintains ready- reference 
lists of I. B. E. W. agreements in 
several brandies of tin- Irade, sudi as 
with electric and gas utilities, the 
tdepliotie aod ldegra|ih imluslry, ra- 
dio broaflcasting c<» in panics, rural 
eleetrirication cooperatives and munU 
cipal pfjiver systems. 

Our Research hies are iiuite exten^ 
sive, covering from :i50 to lUO sub- 
jects. In the past two years approxi- 
mately items in the form of 

menujranila, pamphlets and news dip- 
pings uf interest to the organization 
have fieeit filed^ 

The Department has at all times 
endeaviiied to be helpful to students 
of the lalior movement hy supplying 
them with information c<incertiing the 
structure of the I. B. E, W, and its 
history nmi acUvities. possibly loO 
such rmiuesls have reached us since 
the last Convention. It ie gratifying 
to note the growing interest of the 
ytmnger generation in the field of lalHir 
problems ami union development. 

Other activities of Uie Research 
siafT in the past two years have in- 
d tided such variiuis services as giv- 
ing our local unions advice tm points 
of pmdiameiitary Caw, writing briefs 
for major wage negotiation nr arbitra- 
tion cases ami at times attending 
mcfctings of certain labor orgariixa- 
tions or governmental ngCRCieS* 

In dealing continuously with current 
phases of the working conditions of 
our members* the Department is able 
to detect dianging trends afTecting 
union men and women. It has been 
pleased to note* for example* such 
development^ as the greatly lilH;ralize<l 
practices in regard to vacation with 
pay and paid holidays throughout In- 
dustry during the past few years,

Our Constitution states that local 
union presidents shall see that the 
financial secretary and the treasui^er 
of local unions are covered by bond 
sufficient to protect the Itfcal union 
again.st any loss, that the minimum 
bond -shall be $500, and that all Umd^ 
are to lie made through the Interna- 
tional Office. 

On January I, 1948 a new system 
of handling the blanket l>und was pul 
into elTeet. 

This olhce bonds the alKwe-mcn* 
tiauefi idtices for the calendar year. 
Because of the few losses in the past, 
our local uniona were entitled to a 20 
per cent reduction in premium. The 
cost for bonding now is $3 per $600. 
In the past the premium wa.s $3.75 per 
$500 yearly. 

An additional good feature of our 
new Iwmli ng system enables local un- 
ions desiring to take out btvnds for 
three-year periods to do so at a re- 
duced rate equal in savings to one- 
half of a year‘s premium. For ex- 
ample, a $500 bond for one year, $3, 
for three years, $7,50. 

In the past it was necessary for 
each local union officer bonded, to 
complete an application form and send 
the bond premium to the International 
Office. Koiv the tiding company is- 
su^ the certiheale of liond to each 
local union, which certiheate shows 
the position covered, the amount of 
the l>ond and the premium due and 
the remittance due on coverage is 
sent directly to the landing company. 

If the U>cal unions should in thv 
course of the year desire to increase 
the amount of Ix^nd or add new posi- 
tions or make any other changes, they 
should communicate directly with the 
bonding company. This operation ex- 
pedite.H the handling of coverage both 
for the locals and for the Interna- 
tional Office. 

THE INTEUNATIONAL OFFICE 

I do not wish to conclude my report 
without a comment on the Interna* 
tional Office and our relations with 
our employes there. 

It is our feeling that employes can 
prr>ducc more accurate w'ork in a more 
efficient manner if their physical sur- 
roundings are clean and attractive and 
all reasonahle demands for their w'cl* 
fare are met 

With this in mind, we have made 
certain improvements in the office with 
regard to painting and lighting. We 
have sought to relieve crow'ded con- 
ditions and have replaced much old, 
worn-out office equipment with new 
and efficient office furniture. 

We have completely equipped with 
modern hrispital furniture, a sick room 
which will accommodate tw^o persons.

ganization a full measure of support 
on all occasions whenever our help is 
needed or our advice solicited. 

Fear of vrar again has struck into 
the homes of the American people. 
The registration of the young men 
of our country for Selective Service, 
now going on, has transferred that 
fear of war from the realm of vague 
pussibility to harsh realism. 

To those of us who sincerely be- 


lie veil that our victory in World War 
n would usher in a lasting period of 
international peace through the or- 
gan izatien of the United Nations, the 
real iza turn that anrither devastating 
eonflict is in the making cornea as a 
profound shock. 

Yet the fact is that we have been 
engaged in a cold war — -a mm-fighting 
war — ^fiir more than a year. And no 
one knows when the cold war may 
suddenly turn to be a hut war. 

Hus.Hia tu Hlaote 

As we survey the causes of the col- 
lapse of our hopes for peace through 
international cooperation, we can 
come to only one cimdusicm— that the 
policy of Suviet kUHsia Is at the root 
of the entire trouble. 

When kuasla lay prostrate at the 
feet of Hitler’s armies for many criti- 
cal months during the last war amJ 
America came to the rescue of the 
Russian people with planes and tanks 
and guns and none of us ever 

thought that the reward far our help 
and assistance would turn within a 
few* short years to such utter hostility. 

But the fact Is — and we must face 
it — that the leaders of the Soviet die- 
tab>rship reganl us as their arch 
enemies. Why? Who can answer 
that question? 

America today h the last powerful 
citadel of democracy. We are the only 
nation that stands in the way of the 
world revoluticin planned by tiie Com-

and I’espect f«*r others do not enter 
into the thinking of the Moscow 
rejrinie. It is mtitivatec! solely by the 
lust for power. 

That is why e\'ery attempt by the 
United States and other ilemorratic 
nations to liring al>out orderly and 
just settlement of war issues through 
th<“ United Nations has Iwen blocked 
and frustrated by Soviet Hussia. That 
is why Soviet Russia has %’etoed every 
reasonable effort to reconstruct an 
eftiiitahle and peaceful world order* 

At this moment, the America n 
piHiple are spending billions of dollars 
through the Kuropean Hec«>ver>* Pro- 
gram in a desjMerate effort to avf»id 
war. By extending real and tangible 
assistance at this time to the nations 
of Europe who still ding to the prin- 
ciples of democracy and freedom for 
their citizens, we can prevent the 
surging tide of Communifim from en- 
gulfing all of Europe. That is mir 
last hope of dealing with the threat 
of Soviet Russia, short of war* 

Recognizing the tremendous Impor- 
tance of the suceesK of the European 
Hero very Program, the American Fed- 
eration of labor has givt?n its full 
Kupport from the lH.*glnning. This 
support has lieen imeked up by active 
W(»rk in its belialf. The American 
Federation of Labor has I end-leased 
the services of some of the key men tm 
its staff to the European Recovery 
Administration and tfiey are now serv- 
ing in various countries of Europe* 

It is generally conceded now that 
the Marshall Plan will ku creed if the 
workers of the cooperating natiema 
in Europe rally to its suppimL How- 
ever, if labor in Europe heeds the 
false promises of Moscow,, the Mar- 
shall Plan i« doomed. It can be easily 
understood, therefore, how important 
is the role of our American Fefie ra- 
tion of LalK>r represi-nlatives in Eu- 
rr»pe. They know the trade union 
leaders of Europe, they know Amer- 
icans sincere desire for peace and they 
knoiv all too wtdl the ugly hypocrisy 
of Soviet Russia's policy toward the 
workers of Europe, so many millions 
of whom are even now serving in slave 
liilior camps in Siberia, 

Marshall Plan 

Who is it that can speak to the 
workers in France w'here the Com- 
munists have captured their labor or- 
ganization? To the ’Working people 
of Italy, the working people of Greece, 
and the working people of the Scandi- 
navian countries, all of whom are 
working with ua in support of the 
Marshall Plan? We can speak to 
them in their own language* The rep- 
resentatives of special interests and 
big business cannot, of course, talk to 
tliem. They wouhl have no confidence 


ui Ihem* But tliey have confidence in 
hihor. The repj'escntatives of labor 
from the United States and these rep- 
reseniatives are n»nv In contact with 
them throughout Europe, They are 
endeavoring to sell U* them the bless- 
ings t>r the lienefits of freedom, liberty 
and democracy. 

We arc endeavoring to cstaliHsh in 
Euritpc a free trade union nK»vcment 
rather than a Governinent totalitarian 
incncmerU dominated by the forces 
that reprenent Soviet Russia* In that 
respect we are fighting save the 
world for democracy, and we are 
proud cif the seiwice the American 
Federation of Labor ]» rendering to 
Eurr>pe at this time. I am happy to 
express to you that your representa- 
tives are noiperating with us whole- 
heartedly in the execution of this pro- 
gram, because, come what may, go 
what will, live as we may. nerve as 
we will, we are never going to sur- 
render to the philosophy of C'omrtiu- 
nism in America or anywhere through- 
out the world. 

Opposing our efforts to bring se- 
curity, i^rosperity and peace to the 
workers of Europe is ranged a jiower- 
ful fiflh column of Moscow, which 
nmsijUC'rftdes under the name of the 
World Fi'ileratjt>u of Trade Unions. 

W. F. T. U. nerujunevd 

When this organization was ftu'med 
several years ago, the American Fed- 
eration of Labor denounced it as a 
Cmnmunmt front anrl lefused to join 
it. At thill time, we were castigated 
for our position by tiuiny so-called lib- 
erals who would Ufn or could nr»t 
underslafal our refusal to collabm'ate 
with the ao-called trade unions of 
Soviet KuHsia, which arc In no sense 
free trade unions hut abject to^tU of 
the Stalin dictatorship.

J refer to Brother Arthur Ueakin, 
a veteran and highly respected leader 
in the British trade union movement, 
who for mmie time served as president 
of the AV'orld Federation of Trade 
Unions, One who served as a fra- 
ternal delegate to the American Fed- 
eration of Labor Convention that was 
held at San Francisco last nctober. 

This man, who served for some time 
as president of the VVorld Feileration 
of Trade Unions* openly declared in 
his address that the Comm un mis have 
captured t!ie M'orhl Federutirm of 
Trade Unions and are using it as a 
medium for advancing Soviet propa- 
ganda, not only in Europe but 
throughout the world. 

When such statements come from 


the heod of the ojganizution so ex- 
posed . they cannot be doubted by any 
fair-minded person. 

1‘he significance of Mr. Deakin's 
statements IhhIs down to this plain 
fact -that the V\\>rld Federation of 
Trade t.'nions is being used to advance 
the cHU,se of Soviet Russia and to 
wreck the elTorts of the United States 
to safeguard world peace through the 
Maishall Plan, 

Uttcicr these circunistancea it is in- 
deed contradictory and disgraceful 
that a lal»or urganization in the United 
States should continue to extend finan- 
cial support and cooperation t<i the 
Wurhl Fnleration of Trade UnionSi 
By so doing, it is in effect* supporting 
a cause which i» hostile to our own 
country. 

CM) Should Withdraw^ 

The labor organization 1 refer to 
is the C* L O,* which was one of the 
original founders of the World Fed- 
erntion of Trade Unions and still re- 
mains associated with it. With all 
the eanicstncHH at ray command. 1 
here and now call upon the C, L (J, to

How contradictory it is for an fir- 
ganization b> join with us, the /\meri- 
can Federation of Laluir ami the 
British Trade Union Congress, in sup- 
porting the Murshali plan and claim- 
ing to be in full accord with oiir aims 
and pui puses, t:o talk and pledge and 
promise unlimited atipport of tho 
Marshall Plan in Europe, and, at the 
same time, send thousands of dollars 
to this World Federation of Trade 
LInitms to be used by that Woild Fed- 
eration fif Tra^le Unions in opposing 
the Marshall Plan in Europe, lloes 
that .Sitiiare? That is contradict<»ry. 
If 1 Hup|)oi‘i a cause with my votive 
and take money out of my pticket and 
give it to an agency that is against 
that cause, where do 1 stand? Where 
can the workers of America classify 
me as standing, and yet that is what 
is hapjiening with the so-called Ameri- 
can organization, the C, I. O, The 
way to prove itself How, that it .stands 
for the Marshall Plan, that it is sin- 
cere when it promises us that it wdll 
supiK>rt us, is to notify the Commu- 
nist-dominated World Federation of 
Trade Unions, *‘We are done with you 
and you can t have any more money 
from us/' No segment of the Ameri- 
can falxir movoment can alToi'd to lay 
itstdf open to the charge of lending 
aid and comfort to any Communist 
front which is waging an active cam- 
paign of hate and propaganda against 
our lielovetl country. 

The American Federation *»f Lai air 
has never compromised and will never 
compromise in its stalwart opposition 
to Communism* We want nothing to 
do with the foreign brand and we will 
have nothing to do wnth the domestic 
brand. We regard them as disloyal

to the United States and dang;erous 
to ti’ie welfaie of the working men and 
women of America. No philosophy 
which shows such complete indiife;^- 
ence to human life ami such utter 
disregard for human freedom and 
justice can command our respect or 
tolerance. 

Because of the unshakeable opposi- 
tion of the American Federation of 
Labor to Communism and because of 
our unswerving devotion to the prin- 
ciples of American democracy and 
freedom, our organiitation stands as 
a bulwark fcjr the entire nation, pre- 
venting any and all attempts of the 
Communists to capture cimtroi of the 
trade union movement as a hr,st step 
toward seizing control of our Govern- 
ment, as they have done in so many 
other countries. 

One would think that our services 
in this respect would be recognized 
and appreciated by the business inter- 
ests of our nation who depend for 
their very existence upon tlie fi^ec 
enterprise system, the main target of 
attack by the Communists. 

But instead of helping us in the 
fight against the common foe, tdg busi- 
ness has played right into the hands 
of the Communists and has done its 
very best to wreck and destroy the 
trade union movement. Under the 
leadership of the National Association 
of Manufacturers, the reactionary in- 
dustrial leaders of our nation pre- 
vailed upon the Eightieth Congress 
last year to enact the Taft-TIartley 
Law, the most sweep! ngly obnoxious 


legislation ever inflicted upon the la- 
bor unions of America in modern 
times. 

The Taft-11 a rtley Act ha,s been in 
effect now more than a year and we 
are in a position to judge its effects 
in the light of experience. I wdll not 
burden you at this time with any de- 
tailed analysis of the weakiies,ses and 
failures of the law that have been 
exposed in the past year, but 1 do wish 
to make a few factual observations 
which I believe will prove interesting 
to you. 

First, the Taft-Hartley Act has 
failed in its professed objectives of 
reducing strikes ami improving labor* 
management relations. Of course, that 
was not its real purpose, but it was 
the chief propaganda weapon of its 
sponsors in .seeking puldic support for 
this legislation. Let us look at the 
record and judge the results. Strikes 
so far this year are running ahead of 
strike losses in comparable peacetime 
3 >'ears. Some defenders of the Taft- 
11 artley Act, such as Harold Stassen, 
ti\v to show a different picture by 
comparing the present record with 
1946, Certainly there are fewer 
strikes this year than in 1946, because 
that was a year of reconversion and 
industrial turmoil. But when we go 
Irnck to a year wliicb offei^s a true 
basis for comparison, like 1939 or 
1921, we fmd that there ai e compara- 
tively moie labor-management dis- 
turbances now than lie fore the Taft- 
II artley Act was passed. In fact, the 
Act itself has been the direct cause 


of many strikes tliat otherwise would 
not have occurred. A notable example 
is the strikes of members of the Inter- 
national Typographical Union against 
newspaper publishers in Chicago and 
elsewhere. Both sides agree that the 
real cause of these strikes has been 
the disruption of a century-old pattern 
of union security now forbidden by 
this obnoxious, reprehensible Taft- 
liartley Act. 

Second, what has happened to the 
claim of the National Association of 
Manufacturers that the Taft-H artley 
Act constituted a new of Rights’’ 
for the nation’s w<u’kers? The reconl 
fails to disclose a single instance of 
any benefit derived by wage-earners 
from the operations of this Act. On 
the contrary, many thousands of 
workers have been forced to continue 
on their jobs against their expressed 
will because of court injunctions and 
others have been required to act as 
strikebreakers against their fellow- 
unionists because of the taw's ban 
against boycotts. Bejmnd this, many 
workers have been denied the benefits 
of unionism because the Act strength- 
ened the hand of anti-union employers 
and intensified their efforts to resist 
organization of their employes. 

Third, despite repeated statements 
by its sponsors to the contrary, the 
Act definitely has impaired labor's 
right to strike. This has been proved 
time and again in the court injunc- 
tions prohibiting strikes. Even more 
dangerous, perhaps* is the interpreta- 
tion placed upon the provisions of the 
Act by the National Labor Relations 
Board, A glaring in,stance is a ruling 
handed down on Maj" 26 by Trial Ex- 
aminer Howard Myers in a case in- 
volving the International Typograplu- 
cal Union, from which we quote the 
following language : 

. the right to require , , . union 
men to work with non-union men. all 
other tilings being equal, is not de- 
rived from contracts. It is a public 
right established by the (Taft-Hai t- 
ley) Act. To condone a contractual 
restriction of that right would be to 
defeat one of the very purposes fo?’ 
which the Wagner Act was amended 
by the (Taft-Hartley) Act*” 

Abide by Law 

And that means no matter where 
you may be working under a dosed- 
shop arrangement, if it is the determi- 
nation of the employer to force you 
to work with non-union men, as skilled 
electricians under this Taft-IIartHv 
law you are obliged to do it, Weil, 
my friends, 1 can easily read the re- 
sentment written on your hearts and 
in your minds against compulsion of 
that kind, l>ecause we datm the right 
to work when we please, to .serve when 
we please, to give our labor, wlikh is 
our property, under circumstances 
which aie satisfactory, to withhold it 
w'hen we wish, just as a capitalist can 
withhold his money or invest it when 
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he |(kuuHu,H willn^ut inter I'urence on the 
pnrt of the Govern ment< unH when 
they attempt Ui eompel union men to 
Wi>rk with non-unitm men they are 
violatini^ an American tradition, they 
are attempt in jr to take from you your 
freedom amt your iiKht and your lilv 
erty and to make >‘ou just an agency 
of the State. And so Ituiij as they 
try do that the work ini' men and 
women of America will he rebels and 
we will never yield to aueh an ar- 
rangement as that 

Anyone at all familiar witfi the tra- 
ditions of trade unionism vvill see at 
a glance how' this ruling, if upheld, 
strikes at the very heart of our 
movemetiL 

Heavy ('use r.aad 

Fourtht the machinery of the Na- 
tional La htir Ud ations Board is tm 
the point of breaking down due to 
the heavy ease load imposed upon U 
by the Taft-HarUey Act. 'Hie Board 
is finding it impossibic\ as we pre- 
dicted, even to process the union-shop 
elections required hy the Act. It is 
estimated that it will take the NLRB 
eight years to conduct all the elections 
requires] in the huilding trades alone. 
That is no exaggerated statemenL 
Furthemiore^ the ofTiciat records show 
that latwr union* have won the union 
shop in more than tip per cent of the 
elections held to date. This whole 
section of Uie law was a barefaced 
attempt to undermine the loyalty of 
workers to their unions and to destroy 
the security of those unions. It has 
failed ingloriausly and it has wasted 
millions of dollara of the taxpayers* 
money. 

I am confident if the public only 
knew the facts there would be just 
as much of an unfavorable reaction to 
the Taft' Hartley law from the farmer, 
the smatl buHiness man an<l others as 
there is from labor itself. It costs 
them money, it hr mgs them nothing; 
it creates enmities and hate ladtveen 
employers and employes and reduces 
the efficiency of working men and 
women. 

N<ov let us just stop for a moment 
and consider this phase of it There 
is involved in thb the question of free- 
dom and of lllairty, indlvidiml and 
collective freedom. Onr conception of 
democracy as it is applied here in 
America Is this, that the individual 
is a free man In certain lines, free to 
give his lalmr or withhold it; it is his 
property. He is not a wealthy man 
possessed of millions of dollars, he is 
not a capitalist but he is a working 
man owning his Uilior. 

Did anyone ever dream we would 
reach a point In the admfniatration 
of the alTnii's of a Government tvhcn 
that Government would say through 
Ihe enactment of a law like the Tart- 
Hartley Iniv tliat, “You are no bmger 
free to give tm withhold that lalmr 
now you are a creature of the State, 


just the same as the workers are in 
totalitarian countries^’? Bccau.^e first 
it says if you sit aroumi the table 
with your employers and negotiate an 
agreement acceptable and satisfactory 
to employer and employe, an agree- 
ment that both are willing to sign and 
pledge themselves to observe, an 
agreement that means stability, the 
reil action of the cause of strikes to 
a minimum, peace, cooperaticin be- 
tiveen employes and employers, if you 
negotiate such a contract as that vol- 
untarily and willingly you are violat- 
ing the law and you arc criminals. 
Did w-'c ever dream we would ever live 
to see the day in America when a 
rongvess of the United States would 
pass such a law? Well, that is just 
what happened. Now they say you 
cannot negotiate a cl used- shop con- 
tract voluntarily and willingly hut 
you can get a union shop by holding 
an election. The assumption is that 
the ivorkers don't want a union shop 
and if you let them vote on it they 
will say, “No,*' 

What has the record show^n? The 
record has shown that where the 
workers vote on the question of a 
union shop, which provides for an 
agreement such as I said we claim 
the right to negotiate, p<i per cent of 
the workers have voted for the union 
shop in every election that has la*en 
held by this National Labor Relations 
Board. 

.Vim of the Law 

Now why should they deny ua a 
right to negotiate an agreement with- 
out providing for that very thing, 
when the experience and record shows 
the workers want it. Well, we will 
have to ask these men who never 
worked a day in their lives for wages, 
and who prepared this law, to answer 
that question. Let them tell us why 
they do this. We are clever enough 
to know why. Back of it all was a 
determined purpose on the part of the 
originators of this law to destroy 
labor unions in the United States of 
America, to make strong iinicms weak 
and to make weak unions still weaker, 
and to wipe out our trade union move- 
ment by making it weil-nigh impos- 
sible to function. But, my friends, 
times during the past year have 
iiemonstrated the fact they tvere 
wrong, they failed in their purpuac. 
!>ecause it has aroused the fighting 
spirit of the workers in America, and 
today, one year after the Taft- Hart- 
ley law went into effect, the workers 
of the nation are more determined 
than ever to have the ebised-union 
shop contracts negotiated between em- 
ployers and employes. 

Fifth, tlie Act has abridged the 
political freedoms of American work- 
ers aitd seriously hampered their trade 
unions In seeking to conduct effective 
political activities in the current tdec- 
tion campaign. Thus far the courts 


have not yet Issued any definite rul- 
inga on the constitutionality of the 
T a f t- 11 a 111 ey Act pr o v i sion w' h i di p n> 
hibitfl political expenditures by unions. 
In one case the Supreme Court merely 
held that the Act does not prohibit 
the puliUcation of political endorse- 
ments hy union neivapapers. In a 
second case, a Federal District Judge 
upheld the constitutionality of the ban 
tm union political expenditures, but 
this was only the first mund in a 
legal test, which unfortunately can- 
not hv brought la? fore the Supreme 
Court in time to gel a final decision 
before the Nuvemlier elections. 

Fears Conlirmed 

Labor** experience under the Taft- 
Hartley Act has confirmed our worst 
fears and bus made it dear to us that 
this obnoxious law is even more dan- 
gerous than we anticipated. If a busi- 
ness recession should come in the near 
future, with even temporary unera- 
fdoyment, our trade unions will face 
the most bitter fight for survival in 
American history. In our considered 
judgment, the Taft-HarHey Act is 
ciincerou-s to the core and cannot be 
cured by the minor surgery of amend- 
ments. It must lje repealed in its 
entii*ety at the earliest possible oppor- 
tunity. 

The only way we can accomplish 
that objective w'ithin the near future 
is through the election on Xovemlier 2 
of a new Congress which will reverse 
the policies of the Fightieth Congress. 

We must remember that the 
Eightieth Congress, which passed the 
TafUfartley Act, which placed prop- 
erty rights ahead of Issues as high 
prices, decent low-cost housing, higher 
minimum wages and improvement of 
social security, was elected in 194fi liy 
only one-third of the qualified voters 
in America. The rest just didn't 
Iwitber to vote. If they stay aw’ay 
from the polls again on November 2 
in such large numbers, it is ineviUtlde 
that the next Congress will prove even 
more renctionary than the last one. 
But if all our pe<iple make certain to 
register and vote this year, we can 
elect a new Congress committal to a 
progressive program. 

TIa* most important job before us 
in the days and weeks ahead, there- 
fore* is to work unceasingly anti in- 
cessantly to get out the vote. We are 
confident of the intelligence of the 
American people and if ikg can only 
iirouse them to the supreme impor- 
tance of voting on Noveml>er 2, we 
are willing to abide by their demo- 
cratic verdict, 

I know you must have thought many 
times* as 1 have thought, about the 
dual position which workers and their 
friendH occupy in relation to our great 
(tovernnient. First of all* we are 
working men and women; producing 
the things the nation needs; giving 
of our skill and our intelligence ami 
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our traininfT u> th<? piihlk* sffrvice; 
working hard ta eataljlijih and main- 
tain here in the last stronghold of the 
free enterprifje system an American 
standard of living. In order to accom- 
plish that pnrpoae we unite in our 
labor unions. The worker has learned 
through experience that no matter 
how skilled he may be» no matter how 
much of a genius he mas* be in his 
trade and calling, the facts are he 
can't lift his standard of life and liv- 
ing through his own etTorts— his indi- 
vidual elforts. He can’t make his voice 
heard in the executive chamber of iror- 
porations; hut hy joining together 
with men who work like him, who 
serve as he does, who possess the skill 
and genius that he pimesses; and then 
speaking as one, thinking as one, and 
acting as one, they can make their 
voices heard even in the secret cham- 
bers of a most powerful corporation, 
and as a result iif that, wc have lifted 
our standard of living in America iu 
a most commendable way, 

Must Mobilise 

Wc can mohiliac our economic 
strength and use it on the strike held 
because it lielongs to us and we can 
exercise it individually and collectively 
because that is an American right. 
It is conferred upon us by the organic 
law* of our great nation. It came to 
us as a common heritage and we 
cherish it as a priceless possession. 
Butt in additbn to that, the other 
capacity ia that we are sovereign citi- 
zens. Our vote, the vote of the most 
humble w^orker cast, counts just as 
much as the mmt wealthy^ powerful 
capitalist in the nathm. He stands 
on an equal basis when they go into 
the voting booth for the purpose of 
casting their votes. We can do things 
on the economic field, through organi- 
zation, that wc can't do on the political 
field, and we can only do that by 
exercising our right as sovereign 
citizens. 

Now, the time lias come in order 
to conect this wrong — the im position 
of this yoke upon the necks of the 
workers of America, the Taft- Hartley 
law — WQ must exercise our right as 
sovereigns ami citizens, and we must 
go to the polls and vote. We must 
have our friends do likewise* We 
must have 05 to PH per cent of the 
workers of the nation march as an 
army to the polls next November in 
order to discredit this reactionary 
Congress. 

Now, let me make this brief report 
to you. When this notorious bill was 
pending in the Congress of the Uniteii 
States, the representatives of our in- 
ternational uniotis, and of the Federa- 
tion of Labor, met with the Members 
of Congress and pleaded and l>effged 
with them to vote against this meas- 
ure. I went down on my knees almost 
in appealing to Senators and Members 
of Congress to stop and think and 
refuse to pass this tegislation. They 


wouldn*t listen to me, and the reac- 
tionary Democrats of the South — you 
know what the record shows — they 
who daim to be Democrats, call them- 
selves Democrats coming from the 
South, joined with the reactionary 
Republicans of the North and voted 
for this bill. They stiaai together in 
the fight against labor because they 
are all against it. They may differ on 
some other selfish political pfiints, but 
they do not differ on that; they simply 
vote together. Now, they ivouldn'i 
listen to us. We begged, we appealed, 
hut it fell on deaf ears- 

Now. how are they going to listen? 
How^ are we going to make tliem lis- 
ten? We vrould not have accomplished 
anything by going on strike all over 
the country — using our economic 
strength— and fighting on the indus- 
trial Imttlefield. We emild not have 
moved Congress Ijy such action; luit 
now we can. The opportunity ia here, 
I am sure that my gfHjd friend, the 
man you produced from your organi- 
zation, Joe Keenan, told you yester- 
day what is necessary and ivliat should 
be done. Now it must l>e done if we 
are to win, and if they w^ouldn't listen 
tu our voices when we pleaded with 
them while they were in Congress, 
let's make them listen to the drop of 
our ballots in the l>alli»t box when 
you vote next November, 


There are many other things I 
would like to tell you about this, but 
time and opportunity will not permiL 
I cannot begin to tell you hovr much 
I enjoyed this visit with you here in 
.Atlantic City. You have inspired me 
by the way you have listened to my 
remarks this morning and by the way 
you have spoken through the exprei?- 
sion on your faces. I shall go away 
from you, I assure you, strengthened 
in determination and purpose to carry 
on the fight for the protection of free- 
dom — the individual and collective 
freedom — of the nstion’'s workers. 

We are not seeking to destroy in- 
dustry as the Communists are. We 
are not trying to make Communists 
like the Manufacturers' Ass<M:iation is 
making Communists through the en- 
actment of legislation of this kind. 
Whflt wc are trying to do is to pre^ 
serve the free enterprise system for 
ntl in the United States of America. 
Now, if wc are willing to do that and 
serve in that capacity, why don’t the 
employers hel]) make us strong rather 
than attempt to destniy us through 
the enactment of such reprehensible 
legislation, for w*hen w'e are fighting 
to preserve the free enterprise system 
in America they are the Wneficiaries 
of that fight made by the American 
Federation of Labor,

Changes Since Pounfling 

(Heat changes have occurred in 
America since n band of courageous 
men gathered together In the City of 
St. Louis for the purpose 6f founding 
your organization* They did not waste 
much lime after the early development 
of electronics by Thomas Edis<in tie- 
fore your organiasatiiin was founded. 
Since then your International has 
Wen one of the finest labor unions to 
W founded In the United States of 
•America. Those who an? not memliera 
<if organized lalair shoiiht lie Indter 
aerfuainted with your appr^iach to your 
relationships with the employers. If 
the rank and hie of the .American 
citizens of the United States of Amer- 
ica could understand the fnendly, 
cooperative manner in which you ef- 
fectively further your own relation- 
ships with the einployer and at the 
same time maintnm stabilized indus- 
try, there woiilrl he a greater feeling 
for organized lalmr than there is at 
the present time. And I say a great 
selling Job has to he done* a puhlic 
relations job that will hring home to 
the average eltizen of the United 


States the impoitiince to the whole 
economy of the soundness of organ- 
ized labiir. 

In IIKW there were hut :!*a million 
member!* of organiKtHl lalnir, and at 
the deptbn of the greatest depression 
this country has ever seen. Today 
there are 15,700,0011 nu^mhers of or- 
ganized labor enjoying the great pros- 
perity in the country. V\'e came out of 
the depression, on a graph chart, m 
union memhership went up in the 
country. 

As organized labor went into the 
South and elevated the employes of 
that section fr^mi slave wages to de- 
ceiit wages, im])rovement in our 
economy continued. American people 
ha%'e til understand that. Those who 
are not members of organized lalmr 
have to understand the great con- 
tribution that has been made to the 
soundness of our whole economy tiy 
the advances that have been made by 
organized lalaji* in recent years. 

Now, in the 80th Republican Con- 
gress there was passed the Taft-H art- 
ley Act, and a great many people, 
even members of organized labor, do 
not appreciate the dangers In that law. 
But let there come another depres- 
sion, let the number of available em- 
ployes exceed the demand, and this 
law will be the entering wedge that 
will crush the unions of this United 
States, 


Let us take an example* hi IsriT, 
almost the peak period 4if prosperity 
during the roaring twenties, one of 
the mo.st powerful unions in this na* 
tion, the United Mine VWirkers, was 
liroken to where it had mem- 
bership in seven of the nine states 
where it. was organ i zed. They 
stayed out on strike for a period of 
five fmmtiis and then crawled back 
to the mincH at Avages of $1.75 to 
and |^.2G a day. That union then 
tiecame powerful only with the enact- 
ment of the National Recovery Act 
ami Section 7-A, and in a period of 
<me year came to a strength of nearly 
a million members, and the memiierH 
of the union were enjoying at least a 
decent living wage. 

Law Will Break Unions 

The Taft -Hartley Act is the enter- 
ing wedge that can break every un- 
ion in the United States, Take a kw>k 
at the record* A decision has lw?en 
handtKi down in the last month that 
should bring home to you the im- 
portance of organizing all the meni- 
bership so that you can elTectlvely 
make expression as to how you feel 
about this law. 

In the Times Square case a decision 
was rendered radically differeTit from 
the handling of a similar strike in any 
previous sltuaticm. Under the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act passed in 
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1»35 only strlkcra could vo%^. Then^ 
eventually I the Roard started to licr- 
iBit only atrikci"!* and tho»e workinif 
in their places* Xow under the deci* 
sion In the Times Square easts if they 
ai*e on strike for an economic reason* 
for increased waifeH or improved work- 
ing' conditions, they have lost tlieir 
standing licfore the Board, and only 
the scabs are allowed to vote* 

Have you folks a responsibility to 
lead your memltership in this peruHl 
ahead? I say you have a great rc- 
sponsiUiUty. As members of oiffaa- 
ized labor* you know the hated judi- 
cial use of tne injunction in the old 
days was what memhofB of organized 
labor detested. 

tiles Case 

In when there was an attempt 
on the part nf the employers against 
the United Mine Workeis to get an 
injunction against them in West Vir^ 
ginia* Bill Green was in the cmiil- 
room* and Charles Kvan Huglies was 
counsel. The judge was on the point 
of dedaring the union would lie denied 
the right to vote strike benefita l>e- 
cause the employes had been living 
up to the time the at r Ike started in 
houses owned by mine operators, and 
Bill Green* at that time Secretary- 
Trea surer of the Mine Workers, rose 
up in the courtroom and said, '*Your 
Honor, if you grant an injunction 
denying the United Mine Workers Uie 
right tcj feed the women and children 
of the strikers* 1 will have to violiite 
your injunction.** And the judge held 
up and did not grant It. 

And now we hnd under the Taft- 
Karyey law in the courts of the btate 
of Indiana that the General Counsel 
of the United States Government un- 
der the Tuft- Hartley law appears be- 
fore a Feilcral District Court judge 
anti asks an injunction to enjoin the 


Typographical Workers Union from 
paying strike benefits to the stHkem 
in the newspapers of Chicago. 

Xow the great American public is 
of the opinion that the Taft-Hartlcy 
Act applies only to great national 
situations in which the public safety 
and welfare of the Kation is at stake. 
Certainly a ba*al newspaper Mrlke in 
a given city does not atfect national 
welfare or doefi nut affect the na- 
tional public safety, and yet the Gen- 
eral Counsel is of the opinion that 
they have violated the la ft- Hartley 
Act and is seeking that injunction. 

Yea, there is a great responsibiUty 
resting with the meml>erH of organ- 
ized labor in the election on NovemlKu* 
2* HUB. In the doctitm of UMd* only 
one-third of the eligible voters of this 
country were recoi-dud. Degree In- 
terest is w'hat determines elections, 
and 1 dmiT care wliut any poll says, 
if the members of f>rgartiz<jd lnl>or 
have the degree of interest IhuL they 
should have* if they see to it, and I 
understand you i-eceived a report to- 
day on conditions in the State of New 
Jersey* in which in the City of Newark 
only 32 per cent of the memlwra of 
organized lalair arc U) Ih> fuund on the 
registered voting lists* certainly you 
cannot make a conlribution towards 
the establishment of a right and 
free order of government if you first 
haven’t gotten your membera regio- 
terwh and secondly, if you do not 
make certain that they go to the polls 
and vote, 

Small Turnout Cited 

You remem tier in Ut4d there was 
like wise elected the Congress that 
passed the Taft- Hartley law. They 
wouldn’t have been able to do it had* 
in my opinion, 60,000,000 Americans 
voted in the last election. 

In lOiO likewise there was wiped 
out CPA, and 1 might say Ut you for 


all effective purposes it went off on 
the 30th day of June, 1946. Since it 
WBB w i|hn 1 out, the cost of living in 
this country has gone up 30 per cent. 
The cost of food has gone up 51 per 
cent and factory wages in the United 
States have gone up only" 21 per cent 
so that a great econo'mtc loss has been 
ffufTered by the employes of this coun- 
try, r feel that a great deal of this 
can be changed If the 15*750*000 mem- 
of organized labor make their 
full puwer felt at the polls this com- 
ing November, 

Honors Tracy 

It has been a real pleasure for me 
to come here today in the company 
of Secretary of the Navy John Sulli- 
van, and to Bpeak to a gathering pre- 
sided over by your great President 
Han Tracy. He was an Assistant 
Secretary in the Labor Department

(Cov finned /ntm puffe 21) 
and have ailded a full supply of first- 
aid equipment and medical supplies. 

We have tried to supply* w'herever 
possible, the best in office supplies and 
equipment with an eye to facilitating 
and im]i roving the work. 

Regarding our relations with our 
employes, a signed agreement is in ef- 
fect between the International Broth- 
erhuod of Klectrical Workers and the 
Office Eniphiyes International Union, 
Local NOi^ 2* the labor organization to 
which our !65 employes belong. 
During the past year our starting 
wage rates were Increased and in ad- 
dition approximately 111 of the em- 
ployes cm cmr payroll in 1947 received 
increases in their base pay. Further 
sick Leave and vacation benefits w^ei'e 
also improved. 

We bring this in formation to the 
attention of our memliers so that they 
may know that it is our p^dicy to work 
out harmonious working arrangements 
with our employes.

to fight. If we had poorly trained 
electricians, the l>est we could hope 
for iv<»uld tie a si^cond class Navy, 
But, we have the world's best olectri- 
dans, aitfl the world's best Navy, 

I would like to empliasize to you to- 
day how important it is that we have 
in the Navy a sizable furee of com- 
petent dectrifiana always on our rolls 
and how Important it also Is to have 


in Industry a %^ast reservoir fr<im 
whidi we can draw skilled dectridana 
in times of war. We now have ap- 
proximately 15,000 dectriciana on our 
Navy roll and no doubt the major 
portion of them belong to your union. 
Their work becomes more impoiLnnt 
each I lay as ttie ciunplex and sdenLi- 
fic rtf modcu’n wcaia>ns progress. It 
Is vital from the standpoint of na- 
tional security that there l>e a trains! 
manpower pfad always available and 
adequale to du the job no matter how 
big that job may Iks, I urge all of you 
individually and as a group to slick 
with your trade — to study and loicome 
more ami more proficient in the rapid 
changes ltdng made in your trade. In 
so doing you will not only advance 
yourself but I can assure you serve 
your country. 

In the Navy we are attempting 
through several kinds of training pi o- 
gmms for journeymen and suiiervi- 
sora and also through our appren- 
tice program to train a sizable force 
of highly skilled dectridana to meet 
our needs in the years to come. 1 must 
say, however, our apprentice program 
— while iKfing second to none in the 
entire United States — is not every- 
thing that the Navy or you would like 
it to be. We are starting Ui improve 
that prugram for the task of training 
ytiur men to Ijecome competent electri- 
cians; we need the active assistance 
and ewperation of your great union. 
We hope you will pitch in and help us 
to do the job, Mlthout the Iwncfit 
of your training and know-how, we 
cannot succeed in this undertaking, 

Apprenlice I'rogratn 

Since the International Brotherhood 
of F^lectrical Workers has Won a na- 
tional reputation in the apprentice 
training field, it would seem to Iw? par- 
ticularly appropriate to pay special 
tribute to your union for this most 
jinportant stop. Yffur workers ap- 
prentice training progiam has re- 
ceived the constant attention of Its 
officers fluring recent years. Steps 
have been taken to establish a ctim- 
mittee of five from the National Elec- 
D'ical Contractors' Association ami the 
Internaiional Brotherhood of Elec'tri- 
cal Workers to assist the entire ap- 
prentice training program. Almost 
four hum! red apprenticeship commit- 
tees have been set up in the electrical 
industry, and 1 understand that your 
union hopes to encourage further ex- 
pansion of tliis pj'ogram so that In- 
dustry will always have available an 
adequate numlN?r of apprentices. I 
am telling you it made me feel very 
goc»d when I came up on this stage and 
looked out and saw your sign saying 
ApprtHitices in Training and 
42fl .loint Ctmimittees.” That la the 
kind of program that pays off If you 
get into a fight, and the Navy hopes 
yon will continue to emphasize that

You ait here as 
the trustetl and responsihle repre- 
Hentativea o( 450«000 men ami tvomefl 
working in every part of the United 
States and Canada in the building 
trades, public utiUties, railt’uud^, elec- 
trical manufacturing, telephone, radio 
ami other parts of the electrical in- 
dustry. 

1 believe that the addresses wc have 
heard thb week dearly demonatrate 
that atlhfmgh w^e are strong, times are 
good, and we hold a position of diirnity 
and respect in the community, we are 
nevertheless in serious danger* 

Ami-Labor Law 

For tilt* first time in the history of 
lalior iegislation a Congress of the 
United States, the 80th Congress, has 
sought to throw the full weight of a 
coinprehensive Federal ant1-lah<jr law 
into the scales against us. This legis- 
lation is duplicated by anti-lalior laws 
in many states and in Canada. 

To understand the true significance 
Ilf our present position under the law, 
rontra.st the Taft-IIartley Act with 
the priidabor record of Congressional 
legislation In the past. As long ago 
us 1914 the Congress adopted the Clay- 
ton Act which estahliaheii the prin- 
ciple that the labor of a human being 
is not an urtide or commodity of 
commerce. In U)26 the Congress passed 
the Railway Labor Act which, placed 
n firm foundatitm under collective bar- 
gaining in the railroad industry. In 
1932 the Congress passed the Norris- 
LaGuardia Act, the true Magim 
Charta of American labor which pri>- 
hiliited the unfair use of anti-lal>or in- 
junctions by the Federal courts* In 
1936 the Congress passed the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act which en- 
couraged the formation of trade un- 
ions. In 11138 Congress passed the 
Wage and Hour Law which placed a 
(lour umter wages and a ceiling over 
hours, and in X947 the Congress 
pBssinl the TafLHartlcy Act, 

The Taft- Hartley Act has l>een on 
the lKK>ks for one year. Already a 
rleep, thick fog of cunfuston and mis- 
representation has rolled over the 
land, A well-financed propaganda 
campaign is l>eing carried on by the 
supporters of the Tafl-lIarUey AcL 
They try to make black look white 
and white look black. They tell ua 
that every dangerous feature of the 
law is really intended for our iKmefit 
and now they say blandly that the 
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law is not so haci liecause, as you can 
see, you have not as yet been hurt. 

Many of the previous speakers have 
pointed out to you the simple reason 
why labor has not as yet felt the full 
weight of the Taft- Hartley Act There 
is little financial incentive to use the 
Act when labor is short in supply. As 
soon as an economic set-back develops, 
laWr will become plentifu! and there 
will be conaiderahle financial incentive 
to use the Act* 

VVe must, therefore, try now l>efoTe 
it IS too late to cut thrtiugh the fog of 
confusion. We must concentrate on 
thinking through the problem of what 
the Taft-Hartley Act will do to labor* 
We must do this for ourselves and for 
the sake i*f those at home who depend 
upon us for informaticm and guidance* 
Our opponents lielievc that they can 
succeed in their propaganda campaign 
liecause they hope labor is not capable 
of understanding the legal complexi- 
ties of the Taft-Hartley Act They 
underestimate the intelligence of or- 
ganised labor. They will find that 
lalw^r will take the time and make the 
effort to put together I he fleliberately 
contrived Chinese piu;zle of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, 

Obfcction^ to .Act 

There are two important questions 
we must answer. First, what are the 
specific objections of laltor to the Act. 
This question is asked of us by our 
friends in labor and those outside of 
lalwir* 

It will be asked more frequently in 
the week lieforc the election in Novem- 
\mv* The second question is how shall 


we operate untler the Act until U is re- 
pealed* This question faces us and 
will face us on a day-by-day basis for 
some time. 

The general answer to the first ques- 
tion la that the Taft-Hartley Act will 
completely destroy the effectiveness of 
trade unions and this in turn will 
bring about a lower standard of living 
for the American workingman. 

Let us review some highlights of the 
Act in relationship to tw’o practical 
matters which are of vitaJ concern to 
us, namely wages and lal^rr organiza- 
tion, Let us look first at wages— tlie 
dollars and cents in the pay envelope* 

We have had a good ill ust ration of 
the relationship of the Taft-Hartley 
Act to wages In the recent Denver 
Building Trades case. In that case a 
general contractor brought a nonunion 
electrical contractor on a construction 
job. The Denver Building Trades 
picketed the job and the union men on 
the Job walked o(f. The nonunion elec- 
trical c4»ntractor w'as replaced by an 
L B* E* W. contractor. The General 
CounHul of the National Lal>or Kola- 
tions Btiard petitioned the Federal Dis- 
trict Court for a Taft-Hartley in- 
junction, but the judge turned him 
down on the ground that the building 
trades operatiims in the case diil not 
affect interHtate commerce and thus 
were not covered by the Act This did 
not end the case* Under the peculiar 
and one-stded procedures of the Act, 
the General Counsel was given 
II second shot at us* The Na- 
tlonal LalH>r Relations Board set the 
case dowm for a hearing before one of 
its own trial examiners. The examiner 
dRTered with the Federal judge and 
the case Is now pending lie fore the 
Otiard in Washington. This is an iin- 
piirtant imt case involving a great 
many legal issues under the Act which 
is being fought by the L B. E. W,, the 
Building and Cnnstruction Trades De- 
partment and other international 
unions. 

The main legal issue in the case is 
whether there was a violation of Sec- 
tion 8 (b) (4) (A) which prohibits 
secondary lioyciitts. But the real issue 
In the case is something else — the real 
issue is nothing less than wages* At 
the time of the case* the union scale 
in Denver was $2*06 an hour. The 
non-union contractor paid his journey^ 
men electricians $1*62 or 
less than the union scale. No regular 
union contractor could stand up to un- 
fair competition of this kind. The non- 
union electrical contractor would have 
a laia>r cost advantage of $.12Vv an 
hour or $17 a week for each journey- 
man electrician. If the non-union con- 
tractors of Denver can use the Taft- 
Hartley Act as a means of taking 
work away from union contractors the 
union scale in Denver will inevitably 
go down. The lesson is clear for the 
building trades in every other city ami 
commuiiHy of the United States* 
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The lesson is equally dear for nmn- 
ufacturini?, public utilities ami other 
industries in which we work. There 
are many provisions of Federal ami 
State law which are directed to weak- 
ening our bargaimng power and as 
our hargaining power is weakened we 
will get lower wages, longer hours and 
jn>orer working i'mditions. 

CikkJ Relutitiiis a [[elp 

The 1* B* E, W. is t'oi tunate in hav- 
ing its contracts with the best employ- 
ers, taken as a group, in the UnileU 
States. We knew that we do not have 
to strike or even threaten to strike to 
get a fair and reasonable settlement of 
our difFeivnees In most case?^. Let us 
see what the Taft-Hartley Act wdll do 
to our goid relations with our em- 
ployers. No employer w^hatever his per- 
sonal inclinations can long airord tit 
ignore the laws of competition. If there 
ii no w^ay to keep this competitor up to 
a fair standard, his standards veil I ulti- 
mately go down or he will not Ik* able 
to stay in business. Now the Tnft- 
Hartley Act gives the unfair employer 
a legal means for evading the fair 
standards worked out by unions and 
it is this 1 believe which is the chief 
fault of the men who have put the 
Taft-Hartley law on the hooks. Be- 
fore the Taft-Hartley Act Federal 
laws were designed to bring chiselers 
up to the standards of decent union 
employers, Fnder the Taft-HarUey 
law, a means has lK?cm made available 
for the chlselers to drag down I he 
wage standards a g reel! to by fair 
union employers. 

Let us now turn to the effect of the 
Taft-Hartley law on labor oiganiata- 
tion. This is imfiortant also from the 
wage standpoint hewause we kno%v that 
the stronger the lal>or organbatlon, 
the stronger is our bargaining power 
and the more etfectivc is the collective 
bargaining process. 

The Taft-Hiirtley law makes it easy 
to destroy existing organixationf and 
makes it difficult U> establish new or- 
gani^tions, 

De-cerl ill ca tion Eviln 

An entirely novel procedure has 
been provided to make it easy to 
knock out existing organ! ^tions. This 
is called de-corttfication. Under this 
procedure a group of disgruntled em- 
ployes or a rival labor organization 
can file a petition for an election to 
determine that the existing union does 
not represent a majority and that its 
bargaining rights shoiild be taken 
away. It Is also possible for a group 
of employes such as so-called “pj ofes- 
aionals*' to petition for decertiheatitm 
of their particular unit If the elec- 
tion goes against the union, it is out 
of businesB for a full year. Please 
note that the de-certification proced- 
ure can be ufu'd not only againfit a 
union 'which is certified but also 
against a union which did not have to 
get a cei^tificaiitm in order to secure 
an agreement with the employer, I 


can tell ytm statUtics on de- 

certification cawea before the Boui '1 in- 
yotving alt mi ions show an alarming 
IncrcaHe, 

Now let m ttuppf^se thal wc are 
trying to organize ii new local in 
manufacturing, public utilitiea, tele- 
vision, or any other establishment 
where it Ja cuatmimry to l*e certifitwl 
liefore securing bargaining rights. Let 
US suppose that the particular em- 
ployer hart not yet learncf! the value 
r^f unionism and in unfriendly to our 
cause, W'e will find that a new ob- 
struction hart been createtl inaktng ii 
dilfleult Ut organize. Two recent 
ca^e^ uf Lhe Nutional Laln/i Relations 
Hoard illustrate the important effect 
upon us of the called free spwch 
amendment in Section 8(e) of the 
,-\cL In one cuHe the employer was 
crude. He threaUmed lit clime the 
plant if the union won the elec turn* 
In the second ca^e he was more subtle. 
He prophesiiHl that if the unbm won 
the election the efTcct of such a vic- 
ttiry would shut down the plant. To 
the ordinary man there is mi diji- 
tinctiofi lH!tAV(Hui these eases. Hut the 
Hoard made a diRtinction hetwu*eri 
these eases and htdd that where the 
employer uses the sectiml suhtle ap- 
proach there is no violation of the AcL 
The practical effect of the prophecy 
that the plant wilt shut down is, 
however, exactly the same as a threat 
U> shut down, anti it will undoiihtedly 
have considerable disc<iu raging effect 
im the employes who vote in tlie dec- 
ti(»n. This is a very recent case and 
I am confident that many unfriendly 
employers will l»c adviiwHi by their 
att4>rneys tti take full advantage of 
the dectrtion and the la'iv. 

There is another aspect of the rela- 
tionship of Taft-Hartley to the work 
of organ Izntlcm, Wc all know that 
^irgani nation requires finances. It is 
necessary to have iiionoy for Hteni- 
ture, an organizing staff and to carry 
the ease through the lengthy and 
cumbersome proceedings of the Na- 
tional Labor Retatinns Board. The 
Taft-Hartley Act raises a threat to 
the source of money for organiza- 
tion: namely, the union treasury. 

There are new provisions !n the Act 
which are intended to make it easy 
to reduce the union treasuries by civil 
sutU for damages in secondary Imy- 
cotts, jurisdictional disputes and simi- 
lar matters. To the extent that 
union treasuries are reduced, It will 
tdiviously !)c more dsfReuU to do the 
job of organizing. 

Urges Sludy of Liiw 

Now let us address ourselves to the 
second big qucHtion — how are we going 
to handle the complicated and practi- 
cal problems of operating under the 
Taft-Hartley Act until it is repealed. 

There are a few guiding princlplea 
which we have to licar in mind : 

First, it pays to know your rij/hfit 
even under the Taft-Hartley Act. It 


will pay US as union men to know 
what the laws regulating mrr activi- 
ties provide and. more important, 
what they do not provide, just as it 
pays business men to know tax law 
and anti-trust law. 

Let me illustrate this point. 

You know that we have contracts 
which provide that the emidoyc-r shall 
only do bus^nc^ with 1. H. E, W. con- 
IrHctora, Many people believe that 
such a provision controlling our work 
for ourselvea la in violation of the 
Mecoiidary boycott provisions of the 
law. This iH nut true, and we have 
vfinvinced the attorneys for some of 
the largest corporations in the United 
States that we are correct V\'e are 
not going to give up our hard- won 
portitbms liecuuiie of ignorance of the 
law. 

Another ilhist ration which has par- 
ticular application to manufacturing. 
uliJitics and the like deals with fore- 
men and guards. Many p<K>ple think 
you cannot have foremen and guards 
ill a unitm with production workers. 
This is true if yttu need the help 
of the Board to get certificatbm and 
liar gaining rights. It is not true if 
yt»u have a friendly enniloyer and he 
la willing t*i Agree with you that you 
can bargain for tliem or if you can 
conund him to agree witliout using 
tlic Board, And t may say that the 
L B, E, VV* has secured an agreement 
with one of the giant utility corp4>ra- 
tioita in this country since the Taft- 
Hartley Act* which covers foremen 
and guards. 

The second guiding principle is to 
watch the Itutfjttrtffr nf jftmr ni/rcciarnf 
kith when it k written and when you 
operate under it. The collective liar- 
gaining agreement sets forth your 
rights and your duties as much m 
the aiaiutes. 

The third principle is that it is 
advisalde to comply with the require- 
inent in the L B* E. W, Constitution 
calling for o/jproro/ before a Jitrike 
ifi ro/frd. This enables your Inter- 
national President to advise you as 
to the wisdom of your action and 
whether any legal problems arc pre- 
sented, It may be well to note that 
many unions have, in this last year, 
copied this provision from the I. IL 
E, W, ConHiitution to meet the prolj- 
lems of the Taft-Hartley Act*

Pi’esifient Tiuey» ttrtieerss, deU'Htttea, 
and friends of lliis eunveritlon : 1 have 
no wot'ila to exprertfi my feulirii^a at 
this time. 1 tieliovu that lliia is t>ne 
of the most impnrtant peritMjH in the 
history of the trade union movement 
in this country. 

First I would like to hrin^c tu you 
the greet! nj?s of the olBeers of Lnlsir's 
League for Political Fflucation. namely 
William Green, George Meany* and 
the griiup that make up tlie Executive 
Board. 

This meeting here today lakes me 
tmek alvfmt eight years or severi years 
to our convention in St Loui.'s. At 
that time 1 was asked by your Presi- 
dent and by liffieers of the American 
Federation of Labor to go to Wash- 
ington U) art as their representative 
on the War Production Bonnl. At 
that time it was the Oflice of OPM. 
We hail just rmished negotiating the 
Stabilization Agreement, and the work 
that 1 was cut out in do was to go 
about the country talking to the offi- 
cers i»f the dilTerent unions* asking 
them to support the war etfort Here 
today are many, many men 1 luitl to 
talk to at that time, asking the offi- 
cers and their executive boards to set 
aside their w<irking rules iin«l set aside 
conditions they hud enjoyed for years 
and years. 

Organizalion Work 

The national officers fell we had to 
take a part, and it was necessary, 
after a great deal of negotiation, to 
bring about this agreement and then 
go out and ank the nffieers of lucal 
unions throughout the United BUites 
to comply with Ihc retiuest. In most 
cases Ihero was not a great den) of 
opposition, hut here and there it took 
a little time to talk it out, HoweveTi 
1 can say that not once during the 
period when I Wtil to a local union 
or to II group of local unions did they 
refuse to support our wiah and go 
along with our program in Wash- 
ingtrm. 

Little did I think then that in this 
year of IP 18 I would be going alwut 
the country asking the officers and 
their members to organiste in order 
to olTset action by the Eightieth Con- 
gress. I must admit that during the 
war period we pro!>ably did not have 
the liest press, 1 must admit we got 
hack on our heels and w*ere on the 
defensive and did not get on the of- 
fensive. We all witnessed iho news- 
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jmpers throughDut the United States 
id owing up every little distiirbniico 
tliai happened around the country, but 
never once did you hear of the thou- 
samls and thousands of men who mi- 
grated all over the country, going to 
far-away places, moving their families 
into places where there were no ac- 
commoilations, living in chicken cmips, 
living in their cars, and living out in 
the open. NolxMly ever mentioneil 
that. All they were concerned aliriut 
was trying to discredit the labor 
moVi‘ment and one of the greatest 
forces in all the w'orld that brought 
about eventual victory. If it were 
not for the men who built the plants* 
the people who worked in the factories 
and the people who did the work in 
order to manufacture the equipment 
that was used by our Wiys on all of 
the liattlehelda of the world, as well 
as by our allies; if W'e did not deliver 
it would have been impossible for us 
to carry on the war and eventually 
bring about the great victory we w'ere 
responsible for late in 1!M5. 

(Vi Heal Years 

Here In America* I94d, HU7, and 
HI48 are years that are going into 
history as years of the greatest im- 
pt»rtitnce to the American lalsjc move- 
ment in thia country. 

After I hnished my job in Washing- 
ton 1 wRs asked to go to Germany for 
the purpose of trying to reestablisb 
the trade unions of Germany in order 
to set up a foundation for the re- 
establishing of a demwracy in Ger- 
many, Now, just imagine that! Thia 


Government asked us to go to Europe 
and to Germany for the purpose of 
trying to reorganijie the trade unions 
uf Germany* for the purpose of set- 
ting up a foundation for the reestab- 
lishing of some kind of a dcmot‘racy! 
And ] want to say I went to Geimiany 
and made i|uite a study of what was 
going on. In rending history, one 
must wonder what happened to a 
trade union movement that they al- 
lowed themselves to be worked into 
a position where Hitler and hrs group 
were able to take over. It was very 
simple. 

Lesson of (iermnny 

If you read history you wilt find 
there is a cycle; a cycle between the 
happenings in Europe and those in 
America. Here in America we lag 
from 2 to 10 years ladiind, liiit you 
will find that in Europe and in Ger- 
many you have bad an experience 
which is developing here in America. 

The trade unions in Germany l>e- 
came ijuite powerful after the last 
war. They were responsible for set- 
ting up the Weimar Hepublic. After 
establishing that they went into the 
legislature, or the Reichstag, and set 
up laws l>eneflcial to all the people of 
Germany. They wen* satisfied to al- 
low their polittcal welfare to be turned 
over to the Social Democratic Party. 
They paid little attention to what was 
going on and when Hitler eiivne in 
they took Jt for grunted there was 
just a new party; a new person and 
he wouM go on for a period and then 
he Would die an absolute tlouth. 

1 want to point out that In the 
origin of Hitler we bml one of the 
greatest industriali.Hts in Germany 
putting up the first million murks to 
carry on his work, A fter a few years 
more Industrialists were enlisted and 
then they had all the money they 
needed. One of these days you will 
W aide to get the records of the 
Nuremburg trials. When our country 
and the other allies overran Germany 
they were alile to Beiae n great mass 
of records. One nf the most imp(U‘* 
tanl record B they uneoverod was the 
platform and the policy of the Xaxi 
Party. Now. there is something you 
will always remember w'hen you rea<i 
that reciird iiecfiUHc the jdank 

in that platform Wivs the destruetion 
of the trade unions! Secondly, there 
was the perEiecution of the Jews; third, 
was the curtailment of the influence 
of the churches; fiiurthr the control of 
the free press; and fifth, control! of 
free a.ssemh]y. 

I want to stress that the trade 
union movement of Germany was 
greatly concerned with rooperatives, 
with housing* with insurance, and with 
other praifiewortliy endeavors. The 
small business man of that country 
was wctrriefl by all this an*l he went 
over to the Nads. Any group ihst 
thought it was being hurt hy trade 
unions turned to Hitler to correct con- 
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ditions. So for the money these 
groups contributed they expected 
someth iniT in return. They expected 
the trade unions to be destroyed^ and 
that happened as the first officmt act 
of the Nazi Party. On March i, 1933, 
two months after coming into power 
!iy an organized movementt they raided 
every trade union in Germany. They 
threw the officers in jail and confis- 
cated all the holdings of the trade 
unions and for a!l intents and pur- 
poses on that liay the German labor 
movement* as it was knowii^ was com- 
pletely destroyed! 

What has that got to do with tia 
here in America? We have the same 
set of cii-cunistances, FI ere in Amer- 
IcEt last year your Gongiess was 
elected with the money of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers 
and with the money of other groups 
who were concerned al>out the de- 
velopment and induence of the trade 
unions in America. Consequently they 
established a committee for the pur- 
pose of trying to destroy the influence 
of the trade unions here. As tn Ger- 
many, here in America we, the union- 
ists, became careless. We had t>een 
going along, as was the policy of the 
American Federation of Lal>or, of 
helping out friends and defeating our 
enemies. But 1 must say, up to this 
time, we have done a damn p<H>r job 
of helping otir friends* 

I just want to give you an illus- 
tration of how we helped our friends. 
For five or six years I was in Spring- 
held, IlL, during the term of the 
Legislature. 1 witnessed there Just 
how the local State organization 
worked and found that there was 
quite a little work to be done in order 
to pass a bill that was favorable to 
lahir. Consequently you gave the 
program to the State Federation of 
I^alKir and they in turn drew up a 
hill. Then they had Ui find someone 
to introduce iL Then they had to 
have somebody push it through the 
committee, and then, finally, they had 
to get a roll call, and in Tlllnois we 
needed 77 votes in the House and 26 
votes in the Senate. 

Sweating it Out 

We “sweated it out*^ and we had 
to depend on our friends to introduce 
the bill; to go to the hotels, to drag 
them out of the cloakrooms and got 
them pledged that they would l^e on 
the floor when the roll call was taken. 
After Tve got the 77 votes and sweated 
it out we could always get 100 votes, 
and the same was true in the Senate, 
where we needed 26. After we got the 
26 votes we were sure of 35 or 36. 
Then it came around election time 
and we helped our friends. The Leg- 
islative Committee would meet and 
It would indorse the candidate. 
There was no difference, no consider- 
ation, given l^etween the fellow who 
introduced the bill and the one who 


got it out of committee and who did 
the w-ork necessary to get it passed. 
When we endorsed them we endorsed 
them on their vote and consequently 
by that method we witnes'^'d what 
we are confronted with Our 

friends took the endorsemenL It 
meant nothing unless we got behind 
it. and consequently, year after year, 
men who Hupported us 100 per cent 
went by the wayside laicause we lacked 
that etfort that was necessary to have 
them reelected. 

That is the same Identical per- 
formance that brought about the 
Eightieth Congress. For the last 16 
years we had a majority In Congress 
which supported all lal>nr legislation, 
and consequently we gave them the 
same kind of help m we gave our b>cal 
legislators. We just gave them an 
endorsement ami that was the limit 
of our help in most eases. But now 
we have learned by a very sad experi- 
ence that more has to l>e done and 
ci>nsequently we have set up Labor's 
League for Political Education. 

Precinct Work 

Now we intend to change that pro- 
csedure. We intend to appoint precinct 
organizations, go into the home, in- 
form our members and friends of the 
records of candidates we endorse. We 
will help in every way, even to helping 
in the financing of their campaigns. 

On my return from Germany last 
year shortly after passage of the Act, 
I stopped in New York, in Washing- 
ton, tn Chicago, and then went out to 
the West Coast to attend the con- 
vention of the American Federation of 
Labor. Every place you went and no 
matter what you started to talk alwiut, 
in five minuteis the discussion would 
drift to the Taft-Hartley Act. I never 
saw such enthusiasm. Everyliody was 
greatly concerned. They were going 
to set up organisations immediately 
and they were not going to leave a 
stone unturned until they had defeated 
every man who Had voted for the 
Taft-Hartley AtL That enthusiasm 
was there, and I thought: **WeU, I 
have witnessed another occasion such 
as that.” 1 happened t*i be in Wash- 
ington in 1911 and there we had a 
like situation. There was confusion, 
because wc had the America First 
movement, the isolntionists, those 
against lend-lease. 7' here was the 
group always picking at the actions 
of the .Administration. We had the 
group that felt we could produce all 
to go on in the regular way, to prf>* 
duce as usual, and at the same time 
meet the requirements of war. But 
something happened. The night the 
Japs attacked Pearl Harbor all of that 
ceased and overnight we had a united 
nation. After that act we w^ere all 
one nation desirous of one result: get- 
ting into war and ending it as quickly 
as possible. 

That was the Hiime condition when 


1 left last year. We were fighting 
alH>ut jurisdiction and squabbling 
here and squabbling there, but when 
I came home last year, everyone you 
met was talking about what they were 
going to do this year, 

I, B. R W. Contribution 

At the convention last year there 
was a resolution adopted unanimtmaly. 
Everyone a I tending the convention 
supported tlie resolution calling up%m 
the officers of the American Federa- 
tion of Lalior to take steps immedi- 
ately to set up a political organization 
in order to coml^t the action of the 
Eightieth Congress. That gnmp met 
last December in Washington and set 
up the framework for this organiza- 
tion. There was a litUc delay, but 
the organization became a going insti- 
tution. Due to this Congress, they 
handicapped us. It was necessary for 
us to finance the organization by vol- 
untary contributions due to a section 
in the law* which prohibits your local 
unions and your international unions 
from making any contributions to a 
polititai campaign where national of- 
fices are being elected. So we had to 
"start from scratch.” 

I think as of yesterday, the Elec- 
trical Workers have contributed fteica 
m nuteh as any international union 
in America! In addition. President 
Tracy and Secretary Milne are two 
of the most active leaders in Lalior^s 
League for Political Education. 

1 know, in a numl^er of cases, tho.se 
contribution books are probably still 
in the office of the secretary they 
'Were sent to. We need this money in 
order to carry on our program and 
you men who are here today, you sec- 
retaries, I hope you 'will go back home 
and get those books distributed. If 
you haven’t turned them over to your 
stewards, get the money collected and 
send it in to the Internationa! so we 
can carry on the prograTn that was 
outlined the first part of this year. 

There is another important phase 
of this, and many of you will not lie 
able to do much about it. But in 
order for us to carry on and do the 
real job that is necessary, we must 
get out people to vote- You heard 
Lou Marciante yesterday tell about 
the conditions he found here in New 
Jersey as far as members l»ei ng regis- 
tered, 1 can safely say the same 
condition exists all over the United 
States. Wo had not carried on a pro- 
gram of getting our people registered, 
and in those States where the regis- 
tration is not closed I urge you to get 
hack home, go to your central Imdies 
and your State Federations of Lal>or, 
and see to it also in your own local 
unions that you get 100 per cent 
registration. 

We are in this political game, 
whether wo like it or not. We are in 
it to win. We are in it to stay. You 
(Couthrifed on pa(/c 56)

It is a pleasure to bring to the 
Twenty- third Conventian of the Inter- 
nationa] Brotherhood of Electrical 
Workers the greetings and best wishes 
of the electrical contractors repre- 
sented by National Electrical Con- 
tractors* Association. 

You gentlemen are the representa- 
tives of an indispeiisable member of 
the closely interdependent Electrical 
Industry. That industry always has 
been an integral part of the Building 
and Construction Industry, but today 
it hm be?confie a major factor in sul> 
stantialiy all induBtrlesi because more 
electricity is being used in nu^re ways 
by more anti more people. The elec- 
trical contractors, likewise, are an im- 
portant member. Together we bring 
to every ctmceivable application of 
electrical use the necessary skill in 
craftsmanship and management of 
installation and service- Together we 
constitute the most important point 
of contact the electrical industry has 
with the public, its custtimers- That 
point is that of sale, delivery of elec- 
trical satisfaction and maintaining a 
satisfied customer. We are the front 
line of our industry, 

I* rog resa i ve I * r act ices 

It is fortunate that the electrical 
worker and the cdeetrical contractor 
work very well in ciioperation* Good 
relations have prevailed between us 
for well over a generation. Together 
we have built up institutions and 
practices that are progressive and 
sound in the puldic intei’est. Twenty- 
eight years ago the leaders of our 
two groups denied that conllict is an 
inevitable phase of industrial rela- 
tions anil set up an industry *‘BUpreme 
court,*’ w^hose primary purpose was 
to make this a strikeless industry. 
The results over the years have well 
vindicated the vision of these pltmeers 
in the ways of industrial peace* To- 
day the services of the Council on 
Industrial Relations for the Electrical 
Contracting Inilustry are Iteing used 
more than ever before. It has an 
ever-widening area of acceptance. In 
OUT industry it is known by a1) em- 
ployes and all employers that this 
civin 7 .ed way of industrial relations is 
far better than those relics of the 
Stone Age, strikes and lockouts. The 
Council has proved to be the most 
successful agency of its kind. 

The Employes Beneficial Agreement 
which provides a means for making 
possible continued payments of the 
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Brotherhood’s pensions is another ex- 
ample of cooperation. Here was an 
instance in ivhidi organised employ- 
ing contractiU*s recognij&ed an industry 
obligation to provide for its aged and 
disabled workers. They took the initi- 
ative in perfecting a sound and practi- 
cal plan for financing these pensions, 
for pensions arc paid with money, not 
sentiment p 

It has been fortunate that the etec- 
trical contracting industry has had a 
large number of honest and fair em- 
ployers who have been willing to sup- 
port the pension fund by payments 
of a I per cent assessment on their 
gross labor pay roll to the Employes 
Benefit Fund. 

Apprenticeship Program 

Through cooperation we have de- 
veloped a highly successful appren- 
ticeship and training program for the 
electrical Industry. It is regarded as 
a model by many other industries- 
We are proud of the accomplishments 
of ciur apprentices and this year at 
the annual meeting of NECA, at 
Miami Beach, Fla.* we are bestowing 
the NECA National Apprenticeship 
Award to the apprentice .selected in 
nation-wide competition as the most 
outstanding. 

There is another activity in which 
cooperation between the employer and 
employe in our industry can have an 
important, mutual good effect, That 
is in the joint promotion of electrical 
use by all hands^ — the employe as well 


as the employer- We call this the 
Electrical Interdependence Progiam. 

It ia aimply the recognition by all 
persons who derive a living from the 
ctectricaj industry that they have a 
stake in it and should do something 
to promote its business, Y'our stake 
is jobs and better jobs — ^stability in 
employment, gwjd wages and working 
conditions. The contractor's stake is 
more and more profitable business, 
more stable business- 

Whatever promotes greater use of 
electricity creates busmess and jobs 
for US* So back-fence selling tried on 
your neighbor alniut an electric range, 
or a bit of informed advice to the 
school hoard on pr<iper lighting in the 
classrooms beenmes the job for all of 
ua. It is for our mutual Wnefit- You 
have a stake in this business, W'e 
are partners. We can win only by 
teamwork, 

fibjeclive Stated 

Not only have we demonstrated a 
will to cooperate but we have found 
w^ays to do so, 

IVhih we are workinff out these 
Itrahletm we must take inta account 
the goal we seek through oar joint 
efforts^ 

Though the electrical contractor and 
the electrical w^orker strive diligently 
and accomplish much in the way of 
cooperation, the tragedy is that there 
has not as yet been developed an 
underlying philosophy upon which we 
can depend to steer us through the 
economic reefs and politicai icebergs. 

The proverb I **No wind can do him 
good who steers for no port,” is perti- 
nent here- We can blow up a terrific 
gale of cooperation, but if ive *lon’t 
pick our port and set sad to reach it, 
the gale is of no use to us. It is of 
great importance now, especially since 
our ec<jnoniic base of individual free- 
dom ia under challenge by eommu- 
nism, that the employer and the em- 
ploye in our industry think through 
on some of these basic problems and 
decide on a course of action, A'ou 
canT beat an ideology based on force 
by any sort of ideology that lacks 
direction, however laudable. 

W^hat is our objective? 

Is it not solidarity of our industry 
wherein employer and employe recog- 
nise a common interest and strive to 
help each other as well as themselves, 
and through mutually promoted lietter 
leadership reach that state of indus- 
trial civilization where the public wel- 
fare is place<l above the motive for 
immediate profit? 

Somewhere, not far from this line of 
thought, lies our industrial destiny. 

Let US, at this point, look into the 
future of the opportunities for busi- 
ness and jobs in our industry. It is 
a good picture, full of promise and 
hope. We have a tremendous back- 
log of work to do. Our backlog is 
not written in terms of orders on the 
books. It is written in terras of 
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urgiMLt und ne<>d of our 

factories, shops and liomcs for eiec- 
Uital instaliations that will bring 
them a fuller measure of electrifie<i 
jiroduetion and Hving. it is there and 
it is real; business for the contractor, 
employment for the electrical workers. 

We see no reason at this time to 
predict a depression. Of course, we 
can bring' im a depression if we ^vant 
til by the full exercise of our stu* 
pitlity. We cun keep i»n running up 
prices and %vugi to the point where 
the public will cease lo buy our goods 
and services. Hut tliere are indica- 
tions now that we will save ourselvea 
from this folly. The hig crop of 1948 
should bring lowered living costs and 
ease some of the presHure on you so 
that you may not la* d is prised to ask 
for higher wages that, due to the in- 
flation, get you nothing. What you 
men want is higher wages that mean 
sonicthing and what we contractors 
want are busjio'ss opportunities that 
mean something. 

The conviction i» ingrained in many 
workers ami businessmen who have 
weathered one <ir more depressions 
that bust must follow iMiom. We deny 
that inevitabilityi Many experts have 
been predicting a bust ever since the 
end of World War H. Here wo are 
in the fourth year* Things are going 
strong. However, w have l>eon al>- 
sorbing adjustments all along. There 
is no question but that we are head- 
ing into a major adjustment period. 

What most confounds these "ex- 
perts*' who warn of Ijusta every time 
the moon change.^ Is the fact that 
for a full year the index of industrial 
production in the country has been 
maintaincfd at a plateau within three 
points above or lielow un average of 
190 per cent of the level. 

This has permitted a great deal of 
adjusting to take place. Then, too^ 
we have the potential stimulants of 
military preparation, foreign aid and 
other aspects of a garrison state — a 
nation alert and prepared for w^ar If 
need be — that can act and act quickly 
as Imakes or primers for our economy. 

The next few years appear as years 
of high prices, high wages, high taxes* 
if we us© ordinary gocal sense we can 
adjust from this condition without 
failing on our faces. But it %vil1 call 
for some real slatesnmnship and exer- 
cise uf moderation hy all of us, the 
employers and employes. 

Bemands tdsled 

There Is a present and compelling 
reason for a continued satisfactory 
level of operation of our industry. 
That is the real need for electrical 
construction and maintenance in prac- 
tically every field of human endeavor. 

Let’s break down s<jme of this de- 
mand in terms of electrical use, which 
is the yardstick for measuring your 
prf asperity and mine. 

Firsts RenirfeHiint — Last year there 


wore almost 3U mlUlon residential eus- 
tomcrii using electricity at an average 
that year of kilowatt hours. A 

total of almost 41 billion kilowatt 
hour? wciv sold to them. K Xpert 
market analysts have projected these 
figures to years hence. Assuming a 
high level of industrial activity and 
employment for that period, here is 
what can expect in IPS’?: Thirty- 
four miliiott residential consumers us- 
ing an average of 2,10U kilowatt hours 
annually and buying a loUil of almost 
02 billion kilowatt hours in 1967. 

Second: Farm — In T.MT there were 
ri,H 17,000 farm customers using an 
average of 2,329 kilowatt hours an- 
nually ami buying a total of almost 
nine hill Son kilow’att hours. The 1957 
outlook is for 5,400,900 cuatomei^, 
using an average of 1,000 kilowatt 
hmirs annually and buying a total of 
more than 21 billion kilowatt hours. 
rmcUculIy all of the Rl'IA-financetl 
syatema will have to be rebuilt wqthin 
the perUifl to provide for heavier loads. 
Today farmers seldom buy the once 
popular 1 W_kva transformer. They 
ask for 5 and 10 kva Bizes. 

'fhird: SnmH ItKinafriai av<f Com- 
tnrrcial — This class of customer 
briught 38 billion kilowatt hours in 
1917 and is expected to use 58 billion 
in 1957. New lighting standards re- 
quiring seven times the present light: 
air conditioning and more motors are 
factors standing out in this field w^hich 
is an increasingly important one, as 
evidenced hy the grow'ing proportion 
of labor going into the smaller service 
industries. 

Trend in Produclion 

Fourth: Lorgr hidtmfritil rrtft} Com- 
III cmo/— This group reprcsenls more 
than half the total kilowatt sales to 
alt customers and in 1917 their total 
purchases were 113^ a billion kilo- 
watt hours, the forecast ra for total 
U!^e of 194 btlHim kilowatt hours in 
1957. It is wMirth noting the rising 
trend in electrified production. Dur- 
ing the World War II ]>eriod (1939- 
194G1 the chemical and paper indus- 
tries increased their kilo'watl hmir 
cnnsimiption per unit of production l>y 
6 per cent; petroleum and coal indus- 
try increase was 18 per cent; iron and 
steel. 29 per cent, and mm* ferrous was 
41 per cent Significantly our fastest 
growing industries are non-ferrous, 
petroleum and chemical. 

Mert? is how the installed mechan- 
ical horsepower per worker in indus- 
try has Imomed; 1879, 1.3 horsepower 
per worker; 1999. 2.9; 1939, 9.4. To- 
day, 7,2. 

With labor costs high, like they are 
today, the investment in labor-saving 
devices through electrification are im- 
pelling, notwithstanding increased cost 
of this equipment and its installation. 

The necessity of utilizing lower- 
grade ores, particularly iron, due to 
depletion of high grade deposits, may 


mean within 19 inercuses m 

elcciricai uppiication that will permit 
consumpLon of 374 hill ion kilowatt 
hours in 1 957 compared to Uie current 
Jevui of just over 217 Va billion kilo- 
watt hours. So far most of this use is 
involved in lighting and rotating c(|uip- 
ment, VVe arc now at the thrcHliolcl 
of a tremendous application of eSec- 
tronics in the fields of control and 
communications. Witness thi* in- 
crease in tedevisiun sets, six-fold with- 
in one year — an increase that dwarfs 
the miraculous popularity of radio in 
ibi early development. 

Key Losilitin He hi 

Ours is a basic industry and In this 
basic electrical imlustry w^e the 
electrical worker and the electrical 
contractor luiid a key position. The 
record at the electrical industry shows 
that depresaions have had a compara- 
tively minor HTect on the use of elec- 
trical current. They merely cause 
hesitations in the steady march of 
progress. If our individual experi- 
ences seem to deny this fact, then 
perhaps we, ourselves, are to blame. 
Perhaps our methods have nid lieen 
progressive, or realistic. .An inspec- 
tion into this phase of I be matter is 
what impels me to make my words to 
you somewhat more than a mere greet- 
ing* 

We contractors and you electrical 
workers have l>ecn getting a lot of 
work to d*i tliese past several years* 
Our capacity has been taxed. We 
have, ns n result, grown contented and 
smug. VVe think we are cluing most 
of the available electrical work. 

Let’s not kid ourselves. 

W© are not doing anything like the 
percentage of the electrical work we 
should lie doing ntii only for the goml 
of ourselves but for the good of the 
public wbi> needs ami is entitled to the 
services of ciuallfied electrical 'workers 
and management organizations. 

You may he doing most of the elec- 
trical work you know about but there’s 
a mighty hig lot you don't know almut. 

Hf^w about the increasingly im- 
portant vtilume of busmesR in mod- 
ernization and repair in industrial and 
commercial estiiblishments? Y^ou and 
>ve do very little of it- 

The fact is that there is an enor- 
mous Volume of w^ork that w^e never 
have had, and do not now' have. We 
never have secured this ImsinesH and 
its wide opportunities for employmenL 
A great deal of the electrical work in 
the United States has l>een done out- 
side the scope of our industry. A 
considerable proportion Is done by 
self-employed mechanics and hy oper- 
ators w'ho do not engage the services 
of skilled electrical wwkers who are 
members of your Hrotherhood. 

Expanded statistical and research 
facilities r>f NECA this past year have 
provided us with eye-opening in forma- 
tion. These data show that this year 
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the total huaine.H?* vyhirne of eleeti’ical 
rontrartinK firms u^ingr akilknl mt*- 
ehantes who arc mwmben! nf thi?^ 
BrotherhiKMl h dose tti one lillBon rloU 
lars* In fact, it will i»e over that fijfure 
ItecauiM* ««r ealculntionM were 
on volume reports of eontiaetors 

w'hereas the fiRiire toilny is duse to 
ton thousand* and the numher of elec- 
trical workers Involveil wa^ only ap- 
proximately 75 thoUMiiml whereas 
there are more than 120 thousand 
known to Ik? enKuired in our mdustry- 
The tiital amount of elect rienl work 
done hy all hands is mn kiiowuL If It 
all could \w tabulated the sum m licit t 
ahock us. Bufflee for the time In'inir In 
say that the field for e^iianded husi* 
ness fipiiortimiiy for the contJuctur 
anil Ihe field for more jobs and I letter 
jobs for dectrU'o! workers la treiiien- 
doualy In'oati and eiliier unexploited 
or inadequately exploited. 

This is a I'halleiitre to us* 

The ciuitnictor must meet Ihia ehut- 
lenge hy beeomiiu: a better hu-iimrsa 
man. lie must put fimward u greater 
sales effort than he ever has. fie must 
have the cmiperative help and sup- 
ptmt from his employes in this ef- 
fort* 

Ttm Many IncumpefenU 

One reusivn llmt the ciualifted con- 
tractor hasnT secured ns iniieh busi- 
ness as he sUouhi ts that there are so 
many incompetent contractors. Too 
many imlividnuls ijo into tfje busmess 
of electrical contiftctinf; without the 
proper cftpituh withnui the proper 
sales anti manuicement oncnn libation* 
This creates a condition wherein they 
are not in n position lu seiwe tiie 
public eiridenlly and ecmimnlcally* 
They are of necesHity loo busy with the 
mechanics of estimating', Job supervi- 
sion and procurement to properly sell 
their services. They* therefore* do nut 
develop new InisineHS which is so vital 
to the progress of the employers nml 
employes in this imhistry. Instead* 
they merely adil to the wibl scniinUle 
for current huslness ulreiuly developed 
by someone else* hi a vast numher of 
cases many of these cuntriiclors would 
improve their economic positions and 
the public would tameflt if tliey worked 
for another contractor. 

This type of ciintractor has iiu up- 
preciatton of the induatry*s oldiga- 
tion to its employes. 

For instance* our records show" ll*o47 
electrical contractors who are reported 
by local unions u» employ injf !, B. 
E* AV. members. Of this numlKu\ 
5*d6H are rccurded as liaviiig' paid 
their assessments for the month endeil 
July 31 1 1114K. There were 2,1 U2 who 
had made puynients a I .sonu" time hut 
who were ilelinquent for over one 
month. A total of 2*21t2 never have 
paid any assessment. 

The nim-compUance of this ftnuip of 
contr actors to [irovisions of the Km- 


ployes Benefit Agreeiiicnt is causing 
serious shai'tages in your Pension 
Fund* 

Tile electric worker, too, has an 
obligation in his own-self-inti-rest in 
<mr CiH*perutive program and that obli- 
giUiori concerns his attitude toward 
the job* There is one fallacy tliat 
persists in the niijid^ of many ivork- 
ers that the job must be made to last. 
The idea is that if the job lasts for- 
ever you never will l>e out of work. 
This is not only dishonest hut b a sure 
and fast way to cut your economic 
Uiniats. Sound econoniics demands* 
and particularly in our industry , that 
each Job In* done as expeditiously as 
possible 

There is a tiire need for trained me- 
chanics ami this iinderscurns the im- 
ptu'tance of tmr apprenticeship anrl 
training picjgrums — ^apprenticeship to 
bring in new* young mechanics vvith 
top* well-rounded skill; and training 
to refresh the skill of the older work- 
ers and bring them an oppiirtunlty to 
improve their aptitude in competition 
with the graduating apprentices. The 
unskilleil men who came into the in- 
dustry during the w*ar especially need 
IhLs training, 

U'^ith the Brotherhood we maintain 
the t’ouncil on Industrial RclationB for 
the Flcetrical Contracting Industry so 
aw to permit work to continue while 
ilispuies are being adjusted. Together 
we are executing a model apprentice- 
phip ami training program so that a 
supply of skilled mechanics will Ijo 
available to do the immense j<ib of 
electrification we have foreseen. 

Ikith Hcncfit 

In fact, everything that NEC A 
lines to improve the contractor's posi- 
tion with the public helps the electrical 
w'orker. Both go hand in hand. 

This being the case, it is neither 
sou ml practice nor good for either m 
the lung nm fur one side to exploit an 
immediate economic advantage. To- 
day, clue to shortages of skilled wxirk- 
ers* the employe may hold an advan- 
tage. Tomorrow* w"hen Joba are less 
plentiful, the employer may hobi the 
advantage. I advise both to use their 
piwitiems with moderation and fore- 
sight* each know"lTig full well that his 
advantage can lie hut temporary, tlach 
should lcR*k to the tomorrow* when the 
other fellow is in a position to dictate* 
In i»ther w"ords, don't gouge to the 
utmii.st just because you* can. Temper 
the advantage to the realities of to- 
morrow. 

Existing legislation* Wth federal 
and state* aiay eliminate some advan- 
tages previously enjoyed liy labor in 
securing employment and improving 
and maintaining its standards of em- 
ployment The union employer, under 
more highly competitive cimditions, 
may have more difficulty in securing 
business than he has had in the recent 


im*t. Wishful thinking has no ptaw 
in t)iis situation. U must be faci-d 
realistically. 

Only two things can lie done to over- 
come such losses. The contractor must 
become a better j-alesman and a better 
manager. And lulior must become 
more productive. 

Ohilgation la Em ploy 

The employer has an important obli- 
gation to hir employes. He must 
achieve the financial positum enabling 
him to properly promote hb business 
and furnish the tools, organisation and 
experience so vital to the economic 
and competitive miinagement of lalwr 
and materials. This means adequate 
iiiiih aiui equipment If the contractor 
is to secure in competition with others 
all types erf tdectricMil work properly 
inclucierl in llie juriHdiction of a local 
union, he must have readily available 
skilled men willing to produce and du 
so not at premium rates bLMrause the 
work may lie considered undesirable. 
We must, if we are to make the moat 
of our opportunities* take all work, 
the undesirable as well as the de-

Let us 
not dilute either of these symi>ols of 
competence, ’rogether, we can do a 
great deal towanl insuring w*ork for 
ali your competent members and our 
qualified contractors by practicing 
teamwork to sell our services* to in- 
crease production of our services, and 
to give every customer full electrical 
aatiafjiction at a fair price.

BV AN OuSEKVm 

I HAVE just seen ccindufted one of 
the most interesiinj^, inspired and 
inspiring^ spectacles I have ever wit- 
nessed and one which will live lung in 
my memory.* This event was the 23rd 
Convention of the International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers, I 
write this report to you as one who 
was an observer only and ntii a mem- 
ber of the Brotherhood.

try. f do not tpiestiim their right, under the Coiisti- 
nitiiui, t<t suluidt their issues to the people; but I most 
muphatically protest against their heing lulmifted into 
the cmmcils of any botly of progressive voters. The 
Commuiiista stand for the substitution of the Soviet 
form of goverjimeiit for the one we nmv liavc ami 
propose* t<i aceomf>lisli thi^* tdmngc through a revolu- 
tion, w^ith a el ass dictatorship as their nltimate'aiin 
instead of u democracy.

The hmimlleas arrogiutee and the boundless short- 
sightedness the organizalimi whicdi Sayre heails are 
nowhere better exemtdihi^l tfiaii in this statement 

At the Twenty-third Convention of the I, B, E* VV.

Communism, hint been rewardetl for its ami-(irni- 
munist efforts by the passage of legislation, largely 
inspired by the N* A* il., that direetly weakeneit th(>se 
efforts.

In view of the reeonl of the 
N, A, M,, Inmever, it ran oidy be eoneluded timi 
Sayre’s remarks were made for the beneht of u few 
gullible ia‘ivNpa])er n*mlei*K, who might be tempted to 
believe that the X. A. ,M. liad beeoim\ overniglit, a 
forwarddooking, progrewsive organization that had the 
welfare of the (country* tad prulits exelusive!>% at 
heart* 

Even granting that Sayre s \vm a genuine appeal, 
his ehoioe of words was unfoiduiNite ami [lort rayed the 
heavy hand fiabitually employed by the X’, A, M/s 
speech writers, \VV reLw to the statement ‘"When 
we learn to manage iiieu as siuwssfnlly as wtCve 
learned to manage |ilaiils/’ etc. Though he appar- 
ently didn’t know it, Sayre wjis talking about one 
and the same thing, hVir men art' [daiits — or at least 
they are an integral jmrt of [dan Is. mid emimd be 
exe.lmled from the proldmii of ]dant miiiiiigemimt, 
Sayre a statement, however, was an adinisshm that 
the N. A. M, has not yet learned how to ‘*mmiage 
men,” The luferenee is strong, at ibis [mint in its 
history, that it has only learnetl ln»w to push men 
arouiul.

A Case Study 

A case study by Clark Kerr am! Hoger Handall, 
members of the Instil ute id' Iniliisirial HelHlions at 
the I'niversity of California, of the excellent labor 
relations eujt^yed fur wmny years by the Crown Zeller- 
baeli eorponition, |>n[)er mnnufaH urers, has just lieen 
piiblisheil by the Xal tonal Hanning Assoeiation and 
already it Ims been pr4i|ierly aeelaimed as a meri- 
torious pieee of work. 

The lesson this ease study has to ufTf^r is that eu- 
lighteiteil maiiagetiieiil and responsible union leader- 


ship eau work Uanmmiously togellier to their nniUml 
advantage. This m simreety a novfd (smehisiou. The 
novelty in tliis ea.se eonsistH in tlii» specific alunviiig 
of ifo' whys and wlon-efiirs of good labor relatbms. 
While it is outside the seoja* of an editorial to stnii 
up the eomplete findings of a 78-page study, eerlaiii 
tdiatiters stand out, mtiirng them the following: 

“The industry (pa|ier numii fact u ring) is iilglily 
meehaiiimL tliiLs tire amuiiut of arduous mamiid labi^r 
is greatly redticeil. Tin* [lercentage of workers fallitig 
into the skilled and simd-sktlbuj etuhsi Heat ion is falrlv 
high, 

‘M>ne lu Ihe nature <d' the o|ieratioris. however, 
meehaiiization Iuls not resultiMl in tlie stibstantial cre- 
ation of liigldy monotomms, re[w"titious titsks, except 
in the tsmvertiug and flidshiiig depart ment.s, where 
women priueipalfy are employed. The average woi*ker 
supervises a maehUie or a [iroeess, rather than iimiiip 
ally o[)crating it or parlieipating iu it* Essentially 
il is not an assembly line pnieess where world -r atti- 
tudes might be affecfcd by tlie stimily speed, the 
immotony, and the subjiigation of individuality to the 
precisw' reipiirements of a job whieli permit.s tio imti- 
viilual diseretimi. Mueh of the wmrk is comparable 
to that of an operaiing engineer— Hii|verviHing and 
repairing, rather fliau lending tmieldues. 

“Tlie lllgli degree of individiialily in most of the 
jobs and the control vested in each wijrker tner the 
ipiality of the prorliiH breeds a sense of emiseinus 
responsibility and jirlde in his work ami tlie o[jcnition 
SLS a whole. Alertness ami judgment are at a premium 
where a slight ehauge in the proportions of a [iul|i 
'cooking batch* or in the sfietMl tff a [mper matddne 
eaii result in liisimtrons deterioration in tlie pnatuet. 
X'o less important is the wimker's awareness of the 
va!ut‘ of the costly ami smisitive e<|iupnient trusicil to 
his eare and the fbiiigers of damaging it through ean^- 
lessness or unwise use* 

“The inilividiud wtu’ker is faei'd with problems to 
solve— problems within Ids eapaeity t(> solve. This 
invites his whole-hearted imrlieipatiou and yields a 
sense satisfaction ami aeeomplisliment. lie can see 
the value of Ids being on the job with Ids skill ami 
ex[aTicnee, pTo!> eoiilimt us siiidi tliat he Is able to 
remain a complete imlivicliud at work.” 

Here, we suspeet, is siateil a [irohlem that niatuige- 
ment must eoneeru itself with mon» and nion* iti the 
ycai’s ahead* For the eonti tilled and iiiereasiug 
meehaidzatimi of industry, ivhiedi tends to Hiihjugate 
man to the maeldne, is more of a enrse than a blessing* 
Ami if wmrkers are not to be ivilueed to mere automa- 
tons, they must lie given a sanuse of tlie importmiee of 
their role in the (irodnetive effort. 

In looking at our own work jurisdictiiuis, a large 
measu-re of the sueeess of tlie 1* It* H. W. can be 
attrilmied to the fact that om* mernbers have Ids- 
torii*aIly been able tt> use ami detmuistrate their skills, 
ami i^xpericnic the satisfaction that brings.

D-Day was appmaching; llic shores 
of Norinandy were tmm to witncaa the 
l^eatest mass invasion hy an armed 
force that the worltJ had ever heard 
of. But of course at that time nobody 
hut mtnc of the big shots knew that 
It was going to happen along the 
F’reitch coast line. All wc of N-A*D 
"Nan-AbIe*r»og" (Naval Radio Trans- 
mitting Station at Boston Navy VardJ 
had on our minds was the nerve- 
racking knowledge that the ten trans- 
mitters must lje kept hot on the air* 
A breakdown was unthinkable at such 
a time. 

The transmitting roi^m proper, In 
June ItLhh was located In the attic of 
Building which building I ivas told 
was artmnd 100 years old. Great 
Wfioden beams hud been installed 
under the tloors to hold up the weight 
of the heavy transmitters. 

Like Bi^ston itself, the transmitting 
gear was a combination of **the old 
and the new*’^ One transmitter, a 
long- wave job, was built in the early 
lllSO's hy the old I>e Forest Radio Co. 
Only two of these CXA transmitters 
were made; the Army hud one, the 
Navy had the other. In thnse days 
when Do Forest made anything it was 
made right, but that was over a decade 
ago and by now the old transmitter 
was htipeleasly outdated. Day by day 
it was gradually falling apart and 
there were no spare parts to be had. 

Mighty “Linh” 

Then we had the “Link," an ama- 
teur radio built transmittoi'i about 21H> 
watts output. When the war came 
on quickly the aniUMl forces dealing 
with communication procured a quan- 
tity of amateur radio station equip- 
ment, Navy shore stations were 
ndd>ed of modern transmlUeni that 
went to the Fleet. 

AU we knew^ alxiut the **Link** was 
ju^t one blueprint circuit diagram 
and dowm in the right-hand corner 
was the notation^ “By Kruemer/* 
Here is one amateur built transmitter 
that did heroic wartime communica- 
tion service at Nan- Able- Dog* If Mr. 
Kraemer is still aiounil 1 hope he sees 
this liecause Ijefore I left Navy Radio, 
p<a>r old “Missing Link*' had been 
surveyed and completely dismantled, 
along with four other old-timei'm. 

The “Link" was used for sh<n-t haul 
and coastal communication work, and 
was busy many hours out of the 24. 

The true amateur radioman is never 
idle even when the nervoH are getting 
a gi>od workout. During these hectic 
weeks when tvc know* the "D" day 
anrl “II" hour would arrive at any 
moment, somehow time was found to

build a small pow%»r transmitter, aliout 
one-twelfth tbc ptm^er of the Link 
transmitter. For S4*ine unknown rea- 
son we also designed it to work on the 
same fretiuency as Kniem€»r*s rig. 

On tuning it up with a dummy an- 
tenna as a load it put out about 12 
watts of radio frequency power. We 
named it N-A-D, Jr. 

And then two days before “D" day, 
the “unthinkable" happened. The Link 
broke down; the antenna tuning net- 
work condensers Ijurned ouL Poor 
old Link had been overloaded so long 
she couldn't take it any longer, Thi^ 
telephone rang and the control rwm 
at ComOne wanted to know w'hy the 
Link w^ent off the air. We gave the 
usual “line," but this time it wasn't 
funny, the answer lieing, "Get it hack 
on the air, and quick.” An important 
message had l*<N‘n chopped off right 
in the middle. Just like that! Too 
much time w’ould be lost in re-routing 
the message through some other shore 
station. 

Tense Moment 

So in desperation we got a hox and 
put it on a chair and on top of the 
box we set little N-A-D, Jr,, along- 
side the defunct “Link." How small 
it looked, the little 12 watter along- 
side its big 200 watt brother and work- 
ing on that louay 27H>KC, a frequency 
that is hardly gf^(»d for medium dis- 
tance work in the daytime. 

We quickly connected on the an- 
tenna, plugged the cord into a 1 10-volt 


AC outlet and changed the keying re- 
lay leads from the Link and tuned her 
up until WQ BOW a tiny spark when 
the antenna lead was touched to the 
antenna tank ci.iil binding post What 
a difference from the inch-long darn- 
ing arc the Link gave out! All we 
could do WHS try. 

From the time the Link w*ent out of 
commission until we ealted ComOne 
and told them to go ahead, a total of 
20 minutes had elapsed. Our receiver 
had Iwen tuned in on 271 OKC and we 
heard the control operator make a 
couple of Vs, then the phone rang 
again and they said the signal was 
down €|uite a bit in volume. We re- 
plied that we were giving them all 
the power we could under the circum- 
stances. Mow little they knew how 
true that answer was. 

Tiny Signal — Big Job 

The operator went ahead with bis 
traffie none the wiser as to what trans- 
mitter he was using and for three 
days N-A-D, Jr., sat there cm the soap 
Uix pushing its tiny signal into the 
ether while the boy a from the inva- 
aion fleet were hitting the Iwadi on 
the shores of France. 

So this is the saga of two radio 
amateur built transmittei^s that helped 
to make radio communicatum wartime 
history. No doubt there were others, 
N-A-D, ,Ir,, is here with us in Los 
Angeles at Radio Station Will AH and 
still punching out signals all over the 
country on the 4tLmeter band. 

For those who would like to con- 
struct a similar small power trans- 
mittifr, using a GL6 tube as a crystal 
controlled oscillator, we refer them to 
the Amateur Radio Handbook, put 
by the American Radio He lay t.cague, 
West Hartford, Conn.

L ET'S remove the ballasts or chokes 
from Huoiescent lighting and 
thereby, as far as service is concemeti* 
get it on a par with Incandescent 
lighting. 

We niyst of coui-ae realize that some 
current limitiiig device is essential, 
otherwise the tube would burn out 
L>ecause of excess current flow. But 
why does it have to be a ballast? 

The writer has used other means of 
current limitation than the ballast, 
but must admit the ballast is really 
efficient. Ellectiically that is, frfuii a 
service standpoint, it*s terrible. So 
what do we do about it? Well, ysually 
somebody in the I. B. E. W, comes up 
with the ansvver to moat electrical 
problems. The writer otTers the fol* 
lowing solution to this one.

Examine Figure h Here we have 
the conventional ballast or choke and 
starter circuit, at piesent widely used. 
The choke is the current limiting de- 
vice, allowing only a certain amount 
of cuiTcnt to flow tlirough it. It 
being in series with the tube, only a 
like amount can flow through the tul>e. 
Of coui'se some energy is consumed in 
the choke. This energy or wattage is 
lost in the form of heat. It is some- 
thing we do not want, l>ecause it's the 
accumulated heat that' makes the 
choke go haywii'e, Rememljer that 
last fluorescent fixture yt>u serviced, 
with the ballast sitting in a nice black 
gooey puddle of smelly tar? 

So let's eliminate the thing. If we 
can, the fluorescent will he almost as 
easy as the incandescent to Bervice. 
Here all we have to do is unscrew 
one bulb and scrcnv in another. Just 
a simple t%vist of tlie winst. Maybe 
I'm just plain lazy, but there must be 
an easier way of making a living than 
balancing on top of a stepl adder while 
1 fish out a gooey ballast, luirn my 
fingers and drop hot tar do^vn the 
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office girl’s neck, because she diiin't 
jump out of the way when 1 yelled. 

The office girl took an aspirin. 
Let's you and t take Figure 2, Look, 
fellahs, no ballast By placing the 
correct value resistor in serie.s with 
the tube, we can operate the tube, the 
same as before but not as efficiently. 
We lose more in heat This is not 
so good; seems like we could do better. 

In Figure 3 we find something en- 
tirely new. At least 1 have never 
heard of it laTore. The resistor k 
placed inside the iluurescent tube anti 
L»ecomes a part of the operating elec- 
trode* 

To see hciw this tul>e ’ivorks, ditfer- 
ently from the standard tube, wo 
should understand how the standard 
tulie works. 

Take another look at Figure L On 
energizing the circuit, the starter 
being dosed* current wWi flow through 
the iitaments or electi^odes, heating 
them ti> incandescence. The thermal 
operated starter then opens, and the 
electrons radiated from the hot elec- 
trodes cause the gas in the tube tt> 
ionize and <xmduct current. The elec- 
trons from one electrode bombard the 
other witli .sufficient force to keep it 
hfti and maintain the tul)C m opera- 
tion. 

Supposing now. according Figure 
3, we place a small haffie of some 
substance, such as mica, in fmnt of 
a portion of one or both filamenls. 
Obviously that portion of the filament 
cannot be bombarded from the other 
filament* VW will use this ptsrtion of 
the filament as our current limiting 
device*

Sounds too simple? It really isn't. 
The design of this tube must be just 
right or %ve'Il have too much heat in 
the wrong place. However, i i»elieve 
it will be done, American ingenuity 
being what it is* 

The disativantages of this tube arc: 
It is less efficient without the ballast. 
It may cost slightly more to build. 
It will pmhalily require a polarized 
socket. 

The advantages of the Lube are: 
Ko ballast required. Fixtures can he 
better streamlined. Mudi better cold- 
wcathcr ope ration, since there will be 
more heat to vaporize the mercury. 
Easy servicing, since all the parts 
except Uie starter are in tlie tube. 
Fixture cost.s will be lowered* No loss 


in power factor. No radio inter- 
ference. 

Perhaps this tube will be several 
years in development for commercial 
use, but don't say | didn't tell you 
about it. Till then, don't throw that 
tar remover away.

Average nonoffice worker wage rates 
in the electrical utility industry aver- 
aged $1*35 hourly, while those m gas

The Navy is seeking active duty i’e- 
quests from inactive reserve officers 
qualified for electronics duty to offset 
a continuing shortage of auch officer.^. 

A Bureau of Personnel directive to 
all District Commandants and River 
Commands specified that each such 
applicant should indicate his first, 
second and third choice of duty sta- 
tion, but must agree to serve, if se- 
lected, wherever needed. 

Wherever possible, reservists will 
be given their first choke, the direc- 
tive added. It cautioned, however, 
that retention, if recalled to active 
duty* is dependent upon "appropria- 
tions limitations.” 

Any reservist so recalled will be 
released upon request or at the dis- 
cretion of the Navy.

L* V* J, X* ie V'firA* City 
The talleat buildings, np-to-dAte 
theaters, I'aciio hroHdeasting and tele- 
vision stations are every-<lay electrica] 
for Lucal 3 men but now comes 
the world’s Iiu'gest Seketive Sequence 
Electronic Cakulator installed on the 
main floor at 22 East 57 Street In the 
International Business Machine World 
Trade Building. 

The installation of this system^ the 
light, power and air condithming, the 
fire alarm is of interest to the mem- 
Im^s of 1. B. E. W, and is detailed here- 
in. 

At the beginning of the job, tem- 
porary light \Kus installed so that all 
the old lighting panels and system 
of two vacant stores coubl l^e removed* 
Lighting risers feeding a six-story 
building in t^nduit l»oth AC and DC 
%vere disconnected from the second 
floor to the basement and temporary 
lines were phased in from another 
riser to keep all lighting and power 
in service. The fire alatm IjelU and 
stations vvere remnlod and new con- 
duits Installed with wiring reconnect- 
ing the system without interryption. 

Itiinrd Room Ei|uipiiicnt 
The new lighting consisted of one 54 
circuit panel on the first fltK>r, another 
18 circuit for tvork space and some 
basemem lighting. 

The main electronic hoard room has 
54 200- watt flush type ceiling fixtures* 
ISO GO-watt reflectors over the elec- 
tronic tubes, silver-ray 2fl0-watt re- 
flectors in the work spaces and over 
the relay racks, 42 2-light fluorescent 
flush-type ceiling fix lures in the dis- 


play toom* exit signs, foyer lights. 
X-ray window^ lighting, column recept- 
acles, Walker floor duel and switches 
necessary^ to control the circuits. The 
rectifier and air-conditioning rooms 
in the basement were lighte<i by RLM, 
and special opal brackets. 

New power lines were installed to a 
room 30x40 feet to carry current for 
GO tons of air conditioning system 
feeding approximately IG motors 
from 3*4 to GO HP, all wiring fully

Rectifier Room 

In another room, 25x30 feet, de- 
signed as the Rectifier Room, power 
lines w*ere inHtalled to supply current 
to 12 rectifiers Gx3x2 feet. These recti- 
fiers changed AC to DC anti alsn 
supplied unregulated and regulated 
voltage from 18 to 240. All AC and 
DC circuits were extended from the 
units in 4 inch trough up to the ceil- 
ing and across to a power distribution 
]mnel of special design where circuits 
were fused and extended in conduit 
throughout the basement up through 
the first floor to various places on 
the electrcmic frames. 

The wiring from alt the electronic 
frames were extended to a **Eus-Com- 
nion” under the raised floc*r where 
over DtOOO connections were made on 
special tyjw connection strips, AH 
special cable for control work wrs 
placed in trough between the floor 
which w'as elevated 8 inches. All 
troughs were installed and welded in 
place l»y Local 3 men. After all 
cables vvere brought to their proper 
places they W'ere laced in place and 
finally connected in their proper posi- 
tion. 

The air conditioning system is re- 
fpiired to cool the 12,000 electronic 
tulles and condensers on the circuits, 
the changing of air in the show and 
display rwms. The cooling of the recti- 
fying tubes is necessary to carry otT 
the warm air. Work spaces and base- 
ment are als4‘> air cooled. 

A special type carlion dioxide fire 
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system waft installerj using appmXH 
mateiy 65 thermo-Eype cfelectorii la- 
cate<j on the eicterbr and interior of 
air vents. Warning of \varoi air is 
first iiy a hell signal then later a horn 
liefore a charge of C02 gas is ex- 
ha ustetf into the fire zone. There are 
three Zones on the hrst floor covering 
the tubes ami relays and two in the 
hasenienL The circuit work is en- 
closed in a panel to oi>erate both aiitu- 
niatie and manual. This system wa> 
instalIe<J by Lf#eal y men. Both the 
C02 systern and the air conditioning 
system is so wired that in case of fire 
both systems shut off all current to 
the tubes, 

A Hew service pressure type 
ampere switch was installeil receiving 
its supply direct from a new under- 
ground vault iiutsidc the huihling. A 
l,5U0*ampere switch was disconnected 
and removed again keeping all cur- 
rent in opej'ation feeding a mx and 
22-story iiuilding while the change 
was Ijeing made. 

Much credit is givim to all the men 
who were on the job doing all the 
different types of work necessary to 
complete this elalniratc system and to 
make possible the efficient perform- 
ance of such an unusual type of Jof», 
Work was completed in mx months. 
Starting with a few men it was in- 
creased t*» ;18 men w'orking six days, 
10 hours a day. 

The electrical [nstallation was by 
all I^ocai !{ men employed by T. 
Frederick Jackson, Inc* At the com- 
pletion of the job I,«M:al II men re- 
ceived high praL'ie for excellent con- 
duct and workmanship. 

I)i •edging Job for 
Seliiiylkill Kivei* 

EU'ctHc equipment soon will be 
supplied for the giant operation of 
dredging a T6-mile stretch of the 
Schuylkill Hlver iHjtween Port Clinton 
and Nondstown, part of the Pennsyl- 
vania Legislature's Ifl-year program 
to clean u|i the state's waterways. 

The equipment will power four 
dredges costing moi-e than $1,000,000 
which aie lieing built for the project 
at pkirl Wayne, Ind, 

The river l>eeariu* unniivigiible sev- 
eral years ago because of deposits of 
sewage and coal silt or culm from the 
mines along the river, engineers ex- 
plain tnl, It has been harren of game 
flsh for several years, and swimming 
has frecome almost Impo.sslble, 

The electric etpilpment being huilt 
includes power transformer substa- 
tions, main- pump motors, and drive 
equipment for the dredges, as well as 
necessary control equipment and flood- 
lighting foj‘ night operations. 

The dredges will stir up, the culm 
on the river bottom ami |mmp it to 
a settling ami on shore through flex- 
ible pipelines.

You are going home 
and we hope you wdll carry on and 
try and renew' the spirit which I wit- 
nessed here this last year* Let us 
rene’iv it here in the next six weeks, 
and I hope every officer here goes 
back and carries on the ivork. By 
the virtue of your ofTIce you are the 
most influential men in your organ iza* 
tion. 

So we need the influence tif your 
office to carry this banner and 1 am 
sure if we can reestablish and reiniti- 
ate that feeling and that spirit and 
that dcU^ nil i nation I witnessed last 
Octolwr on my return from Germany, 
I am not a bit afniiil of the results. 

The people w'ho are not organized 
in this country, w-ho ri*ceive the l>ene- 
fits of our work, are looking to us. 
Now we can do this Job If we just 
reestahliah and reorganize and imple- 
ment that great vigoi' and the spirit 
which is nec4*ssary to do this job.

Whether we like it or not, today 
we are witnessing '^pressure govern- 
ment' In America* Anyone who was 
in Washington last year could realize 
it. You had the real instate lobby, you 
bad the Farni Bureau hihby, you had 
the bankers* lobby, and a hundred 
others. Never in the history of our 
country was there so much money 
spent in lobby ing or so many people 
taking part. We were satisfied t^i 
take our politics so-so, and we must 
accept the results of our apathy. We 
have taken up the challenge now. We 
are going through, anrl with the help 
of you and the help of God we will do 


u great job of defeating those pct*ple 
who were resp<mslble for the Taft- 
llartiey law, one of the most malicious 
examples of dn,H.H legislation ever 
passed; a threatening break in our 
united government; one which may 
in the final result bring iiUmt the 
same ending we witnessed in Germany!

rience under the plan before giving 
consideration to serious action. 

The agreement was entered into 
May L UMS, and can l>e terminated 
December 31, 1948, by 39 days writ- 
ten prior notice. The plan has thu!* 
lieen in effect for aproxlmately f«*9r 
month.s or one-half of its first eight 
months trial period* During this 
time no major decision has been ren- 
dered and important decisions have 
been postponed* Thirty-eight of the 
first 41 cases were filed by the em- 
ployers, It appears that tlie powers 
of the Building and Construction 
Trades Department over jtirisdicticinal 
disputes have been turned over to n 
new private agency which is not a 
part of the Department 

We are in favor of settling juris- 
dictional disputes pcucefuHy, How- 
ever, we do not favor a "pajier** plan 
which does not priKluce results; noi' 
can we overtook the serious danger 
to the work opportunities of the mem- 
bership of the Brotherhood which 
exists iiecause of the unworkability 
of the plan* 

Accordingly, T am requesting that 
the Convention give aeriouH considera- 
tion to a proposal authorizing the In- 
ternational President to withdraw the 
L B, E. W. from the Building anti 
Construction Trades Department and 
from the JuHsrlicMonal Disputes 
Agreement, under the terms of the 
Agreement, if such action becomes 
advisable, to protect the interest of 
the membership of the Brotherhood* 

Conclusion 

It is apparent from this report and 
from th<ise of my feilovv otFicers that 
progress of the L B*‘ E. W* is in a 
healthy state. This fine condition ol 
our Brotherhood speaks well for the 
organizational elTorLi which arc pro- 
ceeding according to plans and on a 
regular scheduie* We hope to keep 
things moving in this satisfactory 
manner.

Fimiii Civil Service 

The following information is for the 
benefit of menilter^ whti aie em|if4,iyL>4 
on the civil service rolls of the t-nited 
States and iCs territorial p^jssessions. 

On September 16, 1946, J*resiiienl 
Trunian approved and issuer! Execu- 
tive Order 10,000. This Execative 
Ordt*r provides for additional cum- 
pensation for employes in foreign 
service. The order further provides, 
that the Secretary of State may estah* 
lish a foreign post difTerential for any 
place when, and only wheii, the place 
involves any one or more of the folhw- 
ing: (a> extraordinary dillicult living 
conditions, (h) excessive physical 
hardship, or (c) notalile an healthful 
(-onditions. The employes may be paid 
salary dilTerentials at 5 per cent, H> 
per cent, 12*2 per cent, 15 per cent* 
20 per cent and 25 per cent and until 
lierefore extended the provisirma of 
this order shall terminate July 30, 
195K 

Eflkiency Hatings 

The long cuntroversy over tho ques- 
tions of Appeals Boards lowering the 
rating of employes who appeal their 
ratings and the right of emphiyes to 
an oral hearing w’hcn they appeal their 
ratings have now been, at least tem- 
ptirarily settled. The Tlnited States 
Civil Service Cominissum is not ex- 
ppcted to enforce the regulationr. that 
Were tentatively issued a few weeks 
agii, but in the future rating l»oti rd» 
can lower the ratings of eniployes. but 
at the same time the unipluyes w'ill he 
entitled to an oral hearing, which was 
denied tliem previously. 

VeleranK* Preference 

Imluctees, enlistees and memherx of 
reserve organizations who enter I he 
military service from penmiurut poni- 
fmnit in the Fc^de ral Government will 
have the same veterans' preference 
and guarantee of restoratlrm to their 
jolm that veterans of World War II 
have. The act also provides, that the 
returning veteran will have five points 
Bfldc'd to his rating in examinatitins 
and if he Is disabled during such serv- 
ice 10 points will he added to his rating 
on such examinations. 

A recent Comptroller nen(wa!*s de- 
cision makes it possible for an em- 
ploye, w*ho is in the armed services, 
to he eligible for automatic with, in- 
grade salary promotions and the time 
served in the new grade will start 
with the date of the grade promothm 
even though the employe is in the 
aimed services. This was not the case 
for promoted veterans of World War 
IL

Members of Congi'css are interested 
in discussing three important amemj- 
ments Cc4 the present Kctirement Sys- 
tem, namely : { 1 ) retirement on full 
annuity with 3u years service at 55 
yearn of age, (2> to grant women era- 
pbiycs the right to name a lienefidary, 
ami (3> U* increase the annuities for 
children. 

Senator Langcr, N. Dak., recently 
stated r **Ah Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Pus! (I flier and Civil Serv- 
ice, 1 Imve al>solutely no use for a 
man or woman who is dumb enough, 
tint to join hia union.*’ 

Howard Lewis in his column, '’U. S. 
and US,” in the Washington Times- 
llurald, made the f«dtowiiig statement, 
** Rights of Federal employes are tjcst 
protecletl when employes are well ac- 
quainlcil witli Civil Service rules. The 
la*st way to Iwconie informed on laws, 
ruli*» and rcgiilations is for employes 
to jtnn employe unions/’ 

Jerry Kluliz in his <x»lumn, *‘The 
Federal Diary,” date<i Septemlier 15, 
1948 made the following reference, 
’’Admiral Paul B, Niliecker, the Navy’s 
Industrial Relations head, told the 
delegates tliat the Navy finds it*s high- 
ly desirable to deal with organized 
gi^nups si net! ‘we feel reasonably sure 
that we are getting solid opinions on

Work injuries in manufacturing in- 
dustries declined during the secoml 
quarter of according to rcp4»rts 

received hy fhe Bureau of l^iUir 
Stattstics, LI. S. hepailment of Lulwir. 

The estimate of 110.600 work in- 
juries during the scconci quarter, dia* 
Hiding employes in manufacturing 
cHtahliahments for tine or more tlays, 
represenU a ilecrease tif 4,200 from 
the corresfmnding figure for the fii-»t 
quarter. It is 12,400 bebiw the esti- 
mate for the second quarter of 1917. 

AImiuI 100 of these injurica resulted 
in fatalities, and 5,200 other workers 
were known tfi have suffcrcil perma- 
nent physical impairments. 

Working time lorl during the quar- 
ter by these injured jHjrsons is esti- 
mated as alKJut 2*212,000 man-flays^ 
.At current wage levels this represemts 
all esUiiiuLed value of over $22,000,- 
OoO which industry and the injured 
workers must assume. However, this 
iH only a portion of the total cost 
wlHch will accrue from these injuries.

From 
the aurface no one could look around 
and see tlic horizon because from every 
point of the compass your view was
